town tax assessed u on her or hot trustee in this 
state within two years next preceding such 
election, shall have a right to vote in sll such 
t lections, for members of school committees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, oil or before the first day of Orto- 
er in nny year, give notice in writiugaccom 
panied by satisfactory « vHence, to the assessors 
of a c>ty or town, that she was on the first day of 
May < f that year an inhabitant thereof, and that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, and to furrlt-h 
under oath a true list of her estate, both real 
and personal, not exempt from taxation, and situ 
shall thereupon bo assessed for her poll, not ex- 
ceeding fifty rents, and for her estate, and t lie 
assessors shall, on or before the fifth day of 
October, return her name to the registrars of 
voter* • r hoard charged with tlie preparation of 
the list of voteis of the city or town in the list of 
thu persons so assessed. Tlie taxes so assessed 
shall be entered in the tax list of tho collector of 
the city or town, and ho shall collect and pay 
over tile s. me in the manner spec 1 Med* in his 
warrant.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

FINK EXHIBITION OK PHOTOGRAPHS OF 
A M A rKUIl IMIOTOd II A I'll EllS. 

A new fonturo was introduced by tills 
socioty at the regular meeting last, Mon- 
day evening. An invitation was given 
lor uiombers of Lho society and friends, 
interested in photographic work, to 
bring their pictures and exhibit them at 
tho November meeting. The result was 
a very agreeable surpriso t6 all. Nearly 
300 pictures wero presented fori ho ex- 
hibition. Many wero of decided merit 
showing excellent taste in the selecti in 
of subjects, as well as skilful execu- 
tion. 

There pictures fr >m tho small kodnek 
up to the largest size, were hung on tho 
walls around Eliot Lower Hall, where 
they could easily and favorably ho seen, 
and were thoioughly enjojed by the 
unusually largo audience present. In 
fact many of tho audience remained in 
tho hall an hour after the meeting ad- 
journed to more thoroughly examine 
them.

Mr. F. E. Stanley, the first speaker of 
tho evening, gave a clear and succinct 
history of pictmo taking from its earliest 
inception to tho present time. IIo 
traced tho various processes that have 
been followed during tho last fifty-one 
years— in reality tho true ago of picture 
taking. IIo said tho art of picture tak- 
ing and picture development began fifty- 
one years ago. l’riestly, Nappa, Draper. 
Daguerre and five others had been the 
true fathers of tho art, and the high 
staudard of today results from work 
alone the lines of investigations they dis- 
covered and followed. Mr. Stanley is 
tho manufacturer of tho celebrated dry 
plates now so generally used in place of 
tho old wet process. Being thoroughly 
conversant with the wholo routine of 
photography ho was enabled to give a 
vast amount of valuable information. 

lie was followed by Mr. Odin Fritz, 
our local photographer, who addressed 
his remarks particularly at tho amateur 
photographists whose works were dis- 
played around on the walls of the room. 
Ho explained the different conditions, 
light, shadows, etc., necessary to nuike 
successful pictures, the neglect of which 
gaye disappointment to the novice as 
well as t. a more competent photog- 
rapher. 

It is rare that two men so skilled and 
competent are brought together for an 
evening to interest and instruct tho 
members of the Natural History Society 
and its friends. The thanks of the 
society were presented to both gentle- 
men. 

A discussion followed which was 
participated in by Dr. J. F. Frishie. W. 
C. Bates, W. K. Davis, Prof. S. E. 
Warren, Fred. A. Wilson aud others. 
Several new members were elected.

THE CITY ELECTION. 


Now that the state olection is out of 
tthe way, city politics aro expected to 
immediately begin to attract public at- 
tention. Owing to the Australian ballot 
Raw, all caucus and convention nomina- 
tions must be filed with the City Clerk 
Iby the afternoon of Thursday, Nov. 10th, 
: and nomination papers ou Friday the 20th. 

Thus thero aro less than two weeks 
'.for the important business of calling aud 
[holding the caucuses and conventions 
;»nd selecting candidates. It gives very 
flittle time for the work, and the number 
rof vacancies to be filled. 

For Mayor there is very little doubt 
tbut that Mayor Hibbard will have the 
^Republican nomination and he has given 
^uch an excellent administration that his 
(■nomination and election ought to bo 
:raade unanimous. Nevertheless there is 
-prospect of some opposition, although 
the extent of it is not yet evident. It 
'will be sufficiently strong, however, to 
(make a lively campaign, as our city cam- 
vpaiens always are. Mayor Hibbard has 
rmade some enemies, aud no official doing 
this duty faithfully aud conscientiously 
can hope to escape making enemies, but 
Die has made a great number of warm 
tfriends and will have the votes of a largo 
iproportion of those who voted against 
Jhim last year. 

The board of aldermen will have two 
'vacancies to be filled, as both Alderman 
Venno and Luke persist in refusing to 
!iuu again. Mr. Fenno has given four 
lyears to the city council and is the oldest 
member of that body in poiut of service, 
fbotb branches having been entirely 
(changed since he was first elected. He 
ibas been one of the most useful members 
-Of the board, aud the past year bas given 
■ihe most careful aud efficient administra- 
Otion of tho highway department that the 
Miity has ever had. No money lias been 
allowed to he wasted, no matter what the 
•size of the appropriation, aud had it 
'not been for the sewer excavations the 
streets of the city would have beeu iu 
^better condition than ever before, and 
rtliiscan be said now of those streets out- 
ride of the sewer districts. Mr. Fenno 
▼will he a severe loss to the board and 
TWard Two will have to slir itself to 
hind a man who can fill his place. The 
ftwo councilman from the ward also re- 
ff use to serve again, so that Ward Two 
mill have an entire now delegation. 

Ward Three will lose Alderman Luke, 
*wbo finds his private business so engros- 
sing that he is compelled to decline a 
’.second term, much to the regret of his 
(constituents, who have never been repre- 
sented by a better man. 

Ward Four will probably return its 
'whole delegation, and it could not easily 
'do better. In Ward Five there will he 
• one new councilman, hut Alderman 
IJiyde aud Councilman Moultou are sure 
*of a re-election. 

In* Ward Six there are rumors of a con- 
Xest over the alderman, Councilman 
Richardsou’s friends insisting ou nomin- 
ating him for the board of aldermen, 
'while Alderman Harbuch's friends are 
•equally persistent that he shall serve an- 
other year. 

Wards One aud Seven will probably 
return their aldermen, hut there will be 
•a lively time over candidates for the 
•common council. Mr. liothfeld says lie 
mil) not run again, hut lie may have to 
ireeonsider liis decission on account of 
ipublio pressure. Mr. Weed will have 
Hioth nominations if he # desircs them. In 
tWard One there is likely to be lively op- 
position to both Couocilmen Grace aud 
JFuikoall, although there is some talk of 
(running tin latter for tho hoard of alder- 
(men. 


tho defeat, If successful lie would 
naturally have claimed a good deal of 
the credit, and now there is a general 
disposition to award him a good shnro of 
tho blame. Mr. Lodge is an unusually 
good speaker, but ho aims rather to stir 
up the faithful than to make converts, 
and his bitterness, his sarcastic criti- 
cisms, only drivo away doubtful voters. 
The rosult in Lawrence and Fall 
River showed the effect of his unwise 
action in the joint dohate. 

Massachusetts voters are an unusually 
intelligent class, they boliovo in fnir play, 
and they also believe in giving credit for 
what is good in nn opponent. They also 
do not like to he thought so stupid as 
not to see when an attempt is made to 
humbug them, as has been done in rc* 
gard to tho effect of a high tarilT, and if 
the Republican leaders aro wise tin y 
will abandon McKinleyism. The major- 
ity given for the rest of tho ticket below 
the governor shows that the voters aro 
not yet ready to abandon tho Republican 
party, and they tuado their protest whero 
it would tell, iu the choice of a governor. 
If our representatives in Congress now 
stand up for tho interests of Massachu- 
setts, and cease giving servile obedienco 
to the demands of Pennsylvania and 
Ohio; and in state affairs show more re- 
gard to the wish of the pooplo and less 
for selfish schemes for their own ad 
vancement, Massachusetts will doubtless 
remain in the Republican column. It 
all depends upon the party leaders, and 
an adverse decision in two elcctious 
ought to teach them wisdom. 


THE MAVERICK RANK. 


Tho downfall of the Maverick bauk 
has been the great sensation of the week, 
and it is the same old story of specula- 
tion and betrayal of trust in the in- 
ordinate desire to get rich quickly, 
which generally brings disaster. The 
whole sad story shows that old-fashioned 
methods are tho best, aud that the pro- 
gress to fortuno by economy and con- 
servative methods is the surest iu the 
end. Mon who are trusted with tho 
money of others have no right to use 
that money for speculative purposes, 
whatever they may do with their own 
money. As tho Maverick bank was a 
national institution, such misuse of 
mouey promises to he speedily punished, 
hut nevertheless there seems to he some- 
thing wrong with our natioual hank 
system, when such things are possible. 
Mauy of the stockholders and depositors 
of the Maverick hauk were ignorant of 
the character of the bank and so they 
will he the losers, as they always are. 
The men who are on the inside are in- 
formed in time to save themselves, while 
the little fishes are caught. This ought 
to teach the small investors aud deposi- 
tors to be very careful as to the placing 
of their money, aud to select only con- 
servative and reliable institutions and 
investments, even if the gaiu is less. 
Fortunately in Newton, our two natioual 
banks are conducted on a very conserva- 
tive system, and have no "great finan- 
ciers” for managers, so that there is no 
danger of any misfortune coming to 
them. 


Tiik analysis of Newton’s vote presents 
some interesting figures. Tho total was 
3504, as compared with 3001 iu the Har- 
rison campaign, when Harrison had 080 
plurality. Mr. Allen’s plurality was 431, 
Gov. Ames had 730, in 1888; Brackett in 
1889 had 372. and in 1800 he had 332. 
Lt, Governor Haile has 770, and in 1880 
he had 773, and in 1890, 024: so that his 
vote has shown little variation in three 
years. In 1890, Governor Russell had a 
total of 1417, aud this year he has 1478. 
Brackett in 1890 had a total of 1749, hut 
Allen gets 1919. Iu 1800 the Prohibi- 
tionist’s candidate received 118 votes, 
but this year falls to 87. It appears 
from the returns that we have three so- 
cialists in Newton, and 17 members of | 
the People’s party. Senator Gilman in 
1850 had 1800, and this year he increases i 
that to 2094. Mr. Chester in 1890 had ; 
1580, aud Mr. Howard 1482. This year 
Mr. Chester has 2052, and Mr. Ilownnl 
1015. Mr. Saltonstull, the Democratic 
candidate for representative had 1441 in 
1890, and this year Mr. Smith has 1182. j 
Mr. Stearns for Councillor has the largest 
vote of any candidate where there was a 
contest, 2007, and Mr. Gilman comes 
secoud with 2004. Last year Lt. Goy. 
Haile had the largest number of votes. 
The political conrplexiou of Newton 
shown very little change iu the past four 
years.

GOVERNOR RUSSELL AGAIN. 

After one of the most hotly con- 
tasted campaigns ever waged In Mussa- 
<cliusetis, Governor Russell is again re- 
flected by a handsome plurality. The 
(reserve vote, of which so much has been 
maid the past year, came out, hut it did 
tool vote iu the way expected. 

There are all sorts of explanations 
given of the result, hut evidently the mis- 
tuke was made when the choice of the 
ipeople, Mi. Crapo, was set aside, and a 
comparatively unkuowu man substituted, 
Col. Allen made a very plucky tight, hut 
the odds were agaiust him fiom the 
>tait, and he wa» evidently no match for 
the Democratic candidate iu debate, 
Governor Russell is one of thu ablest 
campaign speakers iu the country, aud 
•his speeches have a ting of earuestucss 
and sincerity which tell ou his audience. 


Tuk last campaign seems to show that 
the days of the political orgau are num- 
bered. It used to he the case that a man 
w ho wishes to read what was beiug done 
by both political parties had to take an 
orgau of each party, as that was the 
only means of getting posted. Each 
side seemed to he afraid of letting their 
readers see what was said by the other 
party, but this is passing away. Iu the 
recent campaign, only one or two Bostou 
papers were conducted on the old plan, 
aud they were simply not iu the proces- 
sion at all. The Herald gave such full 
accounts of all the political speeches, 
that its Republican and Democratic aud 
Prohibition readers did not feel the need 
of consulting their own special organ 
and they appreciated the benefit of hav- 
ing a newspaper. In fact no man who 
reads only a paper conducted on the old- 
fashioned narrow orgauic lines cuu 
pretend to he intelligently posted ou 
current events.

PAY DAY AT EL PASO. 

A MOTI.Y CROWD— MEXICAN “JACKI.KS.” 

11 om ks nrtt/r of old cans, rickets 

AN It SCRAP IRON. 

El Paso, Tex., Sept. 10. 

Pay day at the smelter is tho one great 
day of tho month. Mexican peddlers 
walk out the throe miles from El Paso on 
the railroad track, a long lino beginning 
in the morning, though tho men are not 
paid till tiireo p. 111 ., and at night they 
all march back witli empty bauds, but 
full pockets. They bring 011 their heads, 
trays of cakes aud candies, and in their 
hands, baskots of small fiuits and nuts. 

Last mouth t hoy brought fresh porno- 
granites and fresh tigs. Wo have been 
disappointed in Mexican fruits. Tho 
products of the temperate zone grow 
hero iu abundance and wo expected to 
add to these new fruits that would bo as 
delicious ns the old. But tho semi- 
tropical fruits, some of which are raised 
in Ei Paso, and somo brought many miles 
ou tho Mexican Central, aro either all 
skin, or all stone, or all seeds— or if one 
ns big ns an npplo bas enough pulp in it 
for a mouthful, it is slimy and insipid. 
Figs and limes are the only exceptions 1 
know* of to this wide statement. 

Beside the track walkers, peddlers 
with wagous of vegetables and fruit 
come drawn by the most worn out tings 
that can be found across the Bio Grande. 
The smelter ollice is a two story adobe 
building with verandas all around both 
stories, and is on one of the mesas that 
compose most of this couutry. The 
beautiful Chinese umbrella trees and the 
quick growing cottonwoods and the wil- 
lows around t lie ollice and tho open 
reservoir form a pretty picture at, all 
seasons, and on pay day the groups of 
dark-skinned men with their treasures 
complete the scene. They surround the 
ollice and are in turn surrounded and al- 
most lost to view by the peons waiting 
for their pay envelopes, and some of t no 
wives and almost all the children. 

Such ill-clothed specimens as they are. 
The men have on >ugh to cover them, 
such as it is— and a good — perhaps line — 
sombrero. Tho women have more scanty 
clothes, and the children the least possi- 
ble. A shirt or a short dress is often all 
the little oues have ou. As soon as a 
little girl is three or four years old, she 
puts on a ribosa like her mother’s, and 
throws it over her head and shoulders in 
the same folds that she will when she is 
20 or 40. TI 10 costumes vary littlo be- 
tween midsummer and midwinter, even 
in amount When the family owns but 
one blanket, and the head of the house 
goes out in cold weather, lie takes the 
one blanket to use ns a zerape, and the 
family shivers till his return. 

Men and women smoke, the poorest 
oue in the crowd has a little tobacco tied 
iu the corner of liis handkerchief, and 
some tiny yellow papers, so that lie can 
make his own cigarettes, and lie makes 
them several times in the course of a few 
hours. The Mexican women look with 
pity upon their white sisters, ns niisaiug 
one of che greatest pleasures of life in 
knowing not smoking. All the crowd 
is listening to the numbers as they are 
cubed at the window, aud each, as s ion 
as lie gets liis envelope, buys some of the 
fruit and cakes which lie lias beeu ex- 
amining aud comparing while liis poc- 
ket was empty, l’oor tellow, liis pocket 
is not heavy now. II • gets a dollar a 
day if he is an ordinary laborer, aud he 
lias not worked every day of any month 
in liis life. His one dollar rent, and Ins 
entire grocery and meat bill aro cut out 
ol the possible thirty dollars; so you seo 
how thin liis pay envelope always is. 

Leaning against one of tho supports of 
the piazza and close to the pay window, 
is the priest taking liis toll from the 
faithful, and checking off eacii name iu 
liis note book with pencil in acknowledg- 
ment. ilis influence is good and 011 the 
side of morality — an influence that is 
truly uceded. Ho it is who exhorts a 
peoti to marry the woman who has been 
to all appearances his wife for years. In 
Mexico the church fee for marriage is 
$50, quite out of reach of many who arc 
of a marrying mind, Such dispense 
with t lie priest’s services, aud public 
opiniou excuses them. But wheu such 
families have lived on this side of the 
Bio Grande two or three years, they have 
gradually felt the influence of a different 
public opinion. The church fee being 
here $10, it becomes possible for them to 
pay now for what in Mexico was an un- 
attainable luxury. To their credit be it 
said their number is large. 

Every pay day after enjoying the 
crowd and noise aud color around the 
office, 1 go down the slope and up again 
to the next mesa, where all the Mexicans 
in the employ of the smelter have their 
homes. There are long rows of houses 
built ami owned by the company and 
rented at a dollar a month. Each house 
is oue small room with fireplace, one 
window only and door. Almost every 
one bus added to liis house a sort of en- 
closure, and us each oue has different 
taste or luck iu gathering his material, 
there is nothing monotonous iu the view. 
Almost all have a fence of a slender 
thorn covered plant, six or eight feet 
high. This looks at first like dried twigs, 
but it takes root iu the sand, bringing 
forth gorgeous scarlet blossoms in the 
spring, ami greeu leaves iu the fall. This 
hedge is always half covered with 
clothes hung out to dry, for the Mexican 
women are always washing, yet never 
look washed. 

The children spend their childhood as 
water carriers. Oue 5 or 0 can carry a 
bucket of water 011 each end of a stick 
across his shoulders, his sisters, 1 or 3 
years old, bring up iu the rear with 
smaller buckets or caus in their hands. I 
Aud ull these buckets have to be carried 
down on j hill and up another; all start I 
full and reach home two-thirds full. 1 
which seems to spectators a wonderful 
success. These children are foragers, 
aud they pick up every piece of wood or ; 
sheet iron, or anything else, and all ma- 
terials tied their way into the wall or ' 
roof that the family is constructing at j 
the front door. An old piece of corru- 
gated i run is a great treasure, and the 
patch work goes on. Some even keep in 
this small yard a pig or goit,or chickens, 


and nil keep dogs in number, according 
; ti» their ili grei s of poverty. 

1 But. these flue homes aro beyond the 
! reach of many of the families, and such 
have built for themselves a heterogen- 
eous assortment of j males. The dug- 
outs are simply made, the dirt taken out 
nf the boles being piled on branches and 
poles stretched across the hob s, s » that 
a Ihw mound is built. TI 10 architect has 
to allow for a door only, as there is no 
window, and in some no chimney. What, 
answers for a stove is a clay oven out- 
side the door. A school cchhim liaR just 
been taken, and some of these contracted 
homes have bail a doz 111 or more cliil- 
i dren in each one. Even the lints tiint 
are built square, with vertical walls are 
so low that one cannot stand upright, in 
thorn. 

But there are no jaeeles at the smelter 
so unique as at the village ot squatters a 
mile below El Paso. Their owners have 
gathered from the alleys of the town all 
the tin cans mid broken utensils, and, 
lilling them with adobe, have dried them 
111 the sun, and built their walls of them, 
using more adobe for m irtar. The best 
one Is built nil of oyster cans, with an 
addition of fruit cans, aud a chimney of 
broken bricks. But one would think 
that the neighbors must be child build- 
ers, for their walls are composed of mix- 
tures of cans of all sizes aud shapes, 
j wash boilers, coal boils, slovo covers, 
dishes, butter tubs, stove pipe, lird 
cans, dish pans— all these and many 
more, are so many bricks for the build- 
eis. Perhaps 1 should add that none of 
these is the typical casa. That is built 
entirely of ndooo plastered outside ns 
well as iu, and every year painted white. 

Today, in front of one of tho rough 
dwellings first described, was a largo 
group of men, women and children, somo 
standing, others squatting in their own 
way. All were enjoying the special pay 
day treat of watermelon in liberal quan- 
tities. With dugouts and all theso peo- 
ple for a background, there stood forth 
in tho foreground, conspicuously alone, 
a naked brown b »y, 4 years old, ns round 
as a cherub, and he was holding up to 
his mouth a huge semicircle of water- 
melon. The kodak ought to have been 
there, too. Park.

A PLAN FOR TIIP.IR A ROTATION r NDP.lt 
CONST DURATION. 

Now (lint the Mato election ia over, the 
Newton city fatheia will direct their at- 
tention to tho plans of the Doaton A- Al- 
bany railroad management for the abol- 
ishing of grade crossings. Discussion of 
the details of the scheme by the city 
council will come up in n few weeks. 

To do away with the grade crossings 
in Newton, tho Boston & Albany railroad 
proposes to erect, solid masonry support- 
ing walls for a four-track roadbed, to be 
elovated above tho present grade. The 
masonry will begin at a point near th u 
St. James street bridgo in Newton, and 
will terminate at Auburn street in An- 
burndnlo. 

Between tho walls tho filling will bo 
hard packed gravel. Tho roadways will 
be arched over and the tunnels now used 
by pedestrians will be abolished and in 
their stead archways will he constiuctcd 
ol sullicietit width for teams ami pedes- 
trians where practical. There w ill also 
bo smaller arches near tho stations for 
) • !e.Htiian8 alone. Tho overhead bridges 
between Faneuil and Auburndale stations 
will be dispensed with. 

Starting from St. .lames stieot bridge, 
whoto the elevated road w’ill rise about 
six feet above tho present grade, there 
will bo a gradual slope east to the grade 
of tho roadbed at Faneuil station. The 
tracks through Newt in, Newtouville and 
West Newton will he elevated only about 
11 feet above the present roadbed. From 
Bowo street there will he a gradual slope 
west to tho old roadbed at the Auburn 
dale bridge. 

If tlio plan is carried out, it will do 
away with eight grade crossings in the 
Newtous. Tho plan will necessitate 
changes in the grades of streets which 
now cross the tracks at grade, but they 
can be made at a light cost, with the ex- 
ertion of the West Newton crossings at 
Chestnut and Highland streets, where 
there is a very sleep grade. 

There are, ol course, some obstacles in 
tho way of carrying out the plan, but it 
seems to meet very geuerally, in many of 
its details, the approbation of tlio city 
council and citizens. 

The preliminary surveys for the ele- 
vated road have beet, made and tho plat s 
have been prepared by the railroad cumj 
pany. President Bliss has spent cottsiu 
ci i! le time in Newton within a le*v days, 
and the see iou of road between Fauci il 
aud Auburn lale has bo m very thorough- 
ly inspected by the Bostou A* Albany 
officials. Yesterday a special car and 
o lgine put in an appiarauce on the s’de 
track near the New ton station, l he car 
ooutaim d "President Bl iss and other B. 
it A. railroad men, including \V. H. Rus- 
sell, chief engineer; Division Superin- 
tendent Cliesley, General M inager Barnes 
and Road master Leutell. The visit was 
made for the purpose ot looking over the 
roadbed, with a view to the consideia- 
tion of some minor details of the projec . 

One of the gentlemen told the Graphic 
reporter that the plan was being pushed 
toward consummation as rapidly as pos- 
sible. "We don’t expect to go to work

The cat weighed fifty-two pounds, and 
was one of tiie largest ever killed iu Con- 
necticut.

Engineer Seery Strangely Hurt. 

William H. Seery, engineer of the fast 
express which leaves New York in the 
afternoon at 4 o’clock and is due here at 
0:05. met with a strange and probably 
fatal accident the other day near Mon- 
mouth Junction. While lie was leaning 
out of the window of the cab, looking 
back at the train, a loose bolt flew up 
from the track, striking him in the head 
nml fracturing his skull. He fell uncon- 
scious, with his body hanging out of the 
cab window. 

The fireman, W. Harry Bowers, was 
in the tender at the time attending to 
the scoop, which takes up water from 
the track tank, and his attention was at- 
tracted by the blood which sported on 
him from the engineer's head. He ap- 
plied the airbrakes and brought the 
train to a stop. he unconscious engi- 
neer was lifted into the baggage car, 
nml the fireman took the train through 
to Trenton. It is doubtful if Seery re- 
covers.— Philadelphia Telegraph. 


Iliillet* Went Three Men at a Time. 

Army and navy officers have been 
watching closely the military features 
of the insurrection in Chili, mid the 
arms have been carefully examined by 
the authorities in this country. It ap- 
pears that it was the Mannliclier gun, 
loaded with cartridges the size of ciga- 
rettes charged with a first cousin to gun 
cotton, and sending a ball nearly two 
inches long and three-tenths of an inch 
thick against Balmaceda’s troops at the 
rate of from forty to sixty per minute 
from each gun, that did the business for 
the insurgent troops. The long, slen- 
der, hard pointed bullets were of steel, 
covered with a thin coat of copper, the 
soft metal being designed to follow the 
rifling of the barrel more accurately and 
with less wear to the gun than the naked 
steel would make. Single bullets went 
through two or three men at a time. — 
Washington Cor. Boston Journal. 


A Table with Growing Leg* 

I had presented to me on the 3d of 
May last a small fancy table as a birth- 
day present— painted black, varnished 
and gilded. However, it had not been 
in the house very long before the legs 
were observed to he growing, and they 
are continuing t.o do so. One of the legs 
has put out a shoot four inches long, 
upon which there ure ten leaves. Alto- 
gether it is a very pretty table, with its 
black and gold, and now the green. I 
think they ure apple tree leaves. I set 
it out of doors occasionally, so that a 
little moisture might be given to it to con- 
tinue the growth, as I do not know but 
it may blossom and bring forth fruit, 
which would very much increase the cu- 
riosity.— Ontario Cor.

This majestic planet is equul in vol- 
ume to l.UOU worlds like ours, and casts 
a shadow that extends 50,000.000 of miles 
iu space. He is called a planet, hut is 
more liko a sun, and probably gives out 
Borne light and heat. Thu rapid changes 
visible on his surface through the tele- 
scope indicate the action of mighty 
forces, and a possible coudiliou ap- 
proaching incandescence. 

Countless ages must pass before the 
pluuet’s tires grow low, and are succeed- 
ed by periods of development, perfec- 
tion and decay, the three processes that 
rule the material universe. 

Observers, therefore, may watch the 
progress of world making on this 
stately member of the sun’s family, as 
the telescope reveals the varying belts, 
the rifts, the bright spots, uud especially 
the famous red spot, showing that tierce 
forces are raging within uud beneath the 
cloud atmosphere that envelops the 
planet.

CITY CONVENTIONS WA.4 CHANGED. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

Boston, Nov. 11, 1801. 

Dear .S;r:— I see in the Boston Journal 
of this morning that there was a disc na- 
tion at the Republican caucus in War I T 
on Tu«*«day evening, of the action of the 
Republican Ward and City Committee 
in establishing proportional representa- 
tion in ihe municipal convention. The 
rule establishing proportional represen- 
tation was adopted after considerable’ 
discussion by the committee on its organ- 
ization in the winter of 1800, soon after 
Mr. Burr’s second inauguntion. The 
majority of the committee thought that 
the principle was a right one, and they 
therefore adopted the rule exactly as it 
now stands, except that they added a 
clause providing that the representation 
in the convention of 1890 should not hr 
changed; the object of tiie committee 
being to establish the principle and to 
give as much notice as possible before it 
was carried into effect, and at tho same 
time not to put it into force until there 
had been a new election, after notice of 
the adoption of the new rule, One of the 
Newton papers, if not both, called the 
attention of the public to tiie matter im- 
mediately after the city election last 
year, and published the number of dele- 
gates to which each ward would be en- 
titled. This was done after the election: 
and before the organization of the com- 
mittee for the present year, so that then) 
was plenty of time to ask the present 
committee to change the rule. The mat- 
ter was frequently brought up fordiscus- 
sion at the committee, and promiuent 
citizens from different parts of the city 
as far as possible were consulted iu re- 
gard to the matter. I made a special 
point myself ot consulting gentlemen 
from Ward 7. I quote from a letter 
received from one of them to whom l 
had sent the rule, which was rule 36 last 
year and is rule 37 this year. He siys in 
reply, “I have no objection to 36. it 
seems but right that a strong Repuolioau 
Ward should have more votes than a 
D emocratic Ward in the convention.” 

I trust I have shown that the state- 
ment. that the object of the rule was to 
punish Ward 7 for its vote at the last city 
election, is nut well founded, for the rule 
was accepted eight or nine months before 
that election. It would also seem that 
the gentlemen who complained of the 
rule at the caucus had had ample notice, 
and that if they wished to make objec- 
tion it would have been fairer to have 
done so sooner. For myself I should be 
very glad if a system could be devisee! 
for doing away with party nominations 
at the city election, aud I have given con- 
siderable thought to the attempt to de- 
vise such a system, but there are difficul- 
ties which seem to be insuperable. Un- 
til some such system cau be devised l see 
no better course to pursue than to con- 
tinue to have nominations made by the 
Republican party, and so long as that is 
done, it is only right and fair that those 
wards which turn out and support the 
nominee regularly and loyally should 
have a proportionate part iu determining 
the policy of the party. 

The newspaper report this morning 
states that at the Ward 7 caucus “the 
charge was openly made that the change 
in tiie representation was doue with a 
motive,” and l iufer that the motive was 
stated to be a bad one. The gentleman 
who made that charge would probably 
not repeat it today, after he has learned 
that the Wards which most earnestly 
aud loyally supported the Republican 
CAudidate last year have this year recom- 
mended their delegates to vote for the 
nomination of Mayor Hibbard by the 
Republican conveutiou

Til K ANNUAL APPROPRIATION. 

There wns a full mcotinR of the mem- 
ber* of the Common Council Monday 
evening, the only member absent being 
Couneilnmn Collins of Ward hive, 
r resident Mead o.illod the lower branch 
to order at 7.20 o’clock and petitions and 
orders from the board of aldermen were 
passed in concurrence. 

Councilman Bothfield presented a peti- 
tion for concrete sidewalk onj Maple 
street. A petition for two street lights 
on Hcnshaw court, Ward Three, were 
referred and Councilman Merchant 
presented a petition from Walter B. 
Davis and fifteen others for the repair 
and improvement of Honshaw court. A 
potition to covor Beacon street from the 
a-ailroad bridgo, Waban, to Waban 
street with crushed stone and gravel was 
presented by Councilman Moulton, and a 
petition asking for tho repair of 150 feet 
of Woodward street at the junction 
of Beacon street from F. H. Honshaw and 
others was referred. 

At 7. SO a hearing on the taking of 
private lands for sewer purposes, west of 
Jewett and near Jefferson street was 
opened and no remonstrants appearing 
was closed. 

Councilman Merchant submitted the 
report of tho committee on finance and 
salaries and the report as printed was 
ndoptod. An order authorizing the city 
treasurer to pay laborers discharged 
ffrom tho sewers drains and board of 
{health department, the sum of $1000 to 
ibe charged to the appropriation of the 
•department named, was presented by 
Oouncilroau Merchant. Councilman 
Richardson presentod a petition from 
John Ward and twenty others for the 
plank sidewalk on Hammond street to 
bo replaced. 

At 7.40 Councilman Forknall moved 
that the body go into committee of the 
whole to consider the appropriation 
budget for 1892, aud the motion being 
•carried President Mead resigned the chair 
lo Councilman Dutch of Ward Three. 
On motion of Councilman Richardson it 
was voted to run over the list of estimated 
•expenditures for 1S92 and then cousider 
individually the items checked. 

The Almshouse appropriation was tho 
(first to be considered after running 
(through the list, and Couucilinau R >ffe 
wished an explanation of the $200 in- 
crease for next year over this. 

Councilman Mead said the city 
almoner explained to the finanfle com- 
mittee that repairs would have to be 
made on the Almshouse if occupied this 
winter, and the additional $200 would be 
•necessary. The committee had decided 
upon $4500 the same as last year but 
finally changed to $4700 after this ex- 
planation. 

Councilmau Roflfe was opposed to 
more repairs on U>e prescut house ia 
view of the new one soon t i be erected, 
b«t Councilman Merchant thought it 
would be some years yet before the new 
Almshouse would be ready. Tiie item 
was left as rec uumended and the in- 
crease from $200 to $272 on bathhouse 
was next discussed. 

GTouncilaiiu Mead said it was very 
necessary that a boat should be placed 
-at the (>atliouse as a precaution to life 
and other needed apparatus was iudis- 
pensible. for such a place. 

The item was left intact ou motion of 
Imau Churchill. In expl inatiou 
,f tht rease of $500 in tin* appropi : i- 
tion for books, stationary and printing 
President Mead said that 1 he cut down 
last year was due to the fact that part of 
tho paper for printing had been pur- 
chased the year previous, th is leriu ing 
•the appropriation to In* called for aud 
it, his year it woul l take $500 to purchase 
paper. 

The board of health appropriation of 
$0500, an inn-ease ol $820 over last year 
caused considerable discussion. Presi- 
dent MmI s lid a i appropri it ton of $700 
was asked for and received a year ago to 
pay for writs served by Constable Lucas, 
and an item of $300 iucluded iu the budget 
.is for coust ibles fees. He could n.»t see 
why the city should pay $300 additional 
when as he understood the constable had 
already received his pay. He moved to 
u-ut th^i appropriation down to $0200. 
4 ’ouncilman Forknall hoped the figures 
would stand until the board explained 
the item. If they hire a man and pay 
/him. this body should receive an ex- 
planation before proceeding to cut down 
due appropriation called for and en- 
dorsed by the fin luce committee. 
{President Mead knew no reason why if a 
man was paid for his work and time, he 
r eceived a second payment from the city. 
<Jouncilmau Moulton asked j! he was to 
''iirderstuud that $3<X) hud already beeu 
'<iid for serving writs, and $300 was uow 
cuflted again for the same purpose. 
< 'ouncilman Mead said the city paid the 
constable a regular salary for such work 
uod tiiis is an additional appropriation 
for that work. Councilmau Sprague 
bought it best to hear from the board of 
•health before taking action and the item 
was tabled. Some discussiou was raised 
ui the 'increased figures for maintenance 
it two horses aud two wagons in the city 
Miginoer’s department, but the item 
finally stood as recommended. The 
jm-ctiun of iucreas ng the salary of the 
-kief of tire department from $1700 
s}8»m was questioned. Councilman 
Moulton said the increase in apparatus 
i ud ni 'ii made his work much more 
vtduou*. and the committee felt justified 
i making the small increase of $100. 
The item a is left standing.

Councilman IJothtield said all the inouey 
that the city choose to appropriate caii 
easily be spent oo the streets, but the 
question is not how much can be spent, 
but how lit'le can be expended and keep 
Hie streets rebuilt and iu good coudilioa. 
last year the* appropriation was larger 


than needed, hut this year care has bo mi 
taken to recommend only wliat is actually 
necessary. He could see no object in 
advancing the appropriation. 

Councilman Forknall was of tho opin- 
ion tlmt $72,000 would not be much too 
large in view of tho condition in what 
the streets would ho left where tho 
sewers arc being laid. Some of these 
sheets would need to be almost, entirely 
reconstructed. 

Councilman (Lace thought the argued 
increase for good streots would apply to 
the city employes. Tho stone crushing 
came up for discussion and tho members 
wore finally brought hack to tho issue 
ot hand by Councilman Richardson who 
thought the highway committeo know 
what thoy wore nbout when they sub- 
mitted their estimates. Thoy could 
spend $40,000 or $100,000 moro than the 
appropriation asked, but thoy probably 
know what was necessary and it was 
well to let them judge. Tho question 
was voted upon and tho figures increased 
from $05,000 to $75,000, six voting in tho 
affirmative and five in the negative, 
Councilman Graco not voting. 

Tho appropriation of $19,000 for 
widening, reconstruction and improve- 
ment of streets was discussed in detail 
and left as it stood originally. 

The appropriation of $3000 for tho 
Newton Cottage Hospital, Councilman 
Ruffe thought should bo placed in tho 
hands of the ovorseers of the poor. The 
trouble at the hospital last spring might 
have terminated as ho understood, very 
unfortunately for that institution, and 
he considered it a wiso precaution for 
the city to have some control in its gov- 
ernment, or nt least to place any monies 
for them in the hands of responsible city 
employes thus assuring the city judi- 
cious expenditure of her money. 

Councilman Churchill thought this 
was a wise idea. The city appropriated 
$10,000 for building the new contagious 
wards, an appropriation of over $3,000 has 
just been mado them to finish those 
wards, and now an appropriation of 
$3000 is to be made for expense of city 
patients, lie thought tho city should 
have something to show how this money 
was expended. Auditor Otis was asked 
for aud submitted records showing that 
the hospital had paid out about $1800 
more than was appropriated by tho city 
last year, for city patients. 

Councilman Ruffe here moved that the 
sum of $3000 be transferred to poor out 
of almshouse. Councilman Forknall said 
if the city were making an appropriation 
to the Cottage Hospital it should go to 
the Cottage Hospital. This placing the 
money in the hands of the overseers of 
the poor looks distrustful and small. 

Councilman Sprague said if the 
trustees of the hospital are trustworthy 
men why not make the appropriation as 
specified. It does not look slurring. 
He didn’t believe the members of this 
bodv knew the boon to the poor man the 
Cottage Hospital is. Respective people 
go there when thoy would not go as 
paupers. He thought the city could well 
appropriate more than $3000 and hoped 
the motion would not prevail. If the 
city wants to give money with a string 
tied to it so they could pull it back, then 
put it in tho hands of the overseers of 
the poor. Tho motion to transfer the 
amount to the overseers of the poor was 
put and lost. 

The recommendation of tho finance 
committee of $2000 for parks aud squares 
including $1300 for draiuage of tlio New- 
ton Centre play ground was discussed 
aud the amount raised to $3300 as recom- 
mended by the several committees. 

The increase of salary of the captain of 
police was discussed but left as it stood. 

Afrer discussing the increase of $200 
for temporary police service, the main- 
tenance of four horses and wagous in t lie 
police department increased from $600 to 
$1400, and the new $300 police signal 
box at Waban, the public property ap- 
propriation submitted to the finance 
committee at $15,000 and cut down by 
them to $12,000 was considered. 

Councilmau Ruffe said it would be wise 
to appropriate $15,000 as originally sub- 
mitted, as some <»t the buildings ;n<‘ in 
bad repair, and unless they are thorough- 
ly repaired now they will be a constant ; 
yearly expense. Tne appropriation of i 
$10,000 last year lias been exceeded by i 
$7500. This was favored mid the council ; 
voted to appropri ate $15,000. 

The appropriation ot $1900 for registra- 
tion of voters, clerical assistance t> city 
treasurer $1,175, were discussed and left. • 
Councilman Churchill said ho intended i 
to propose, an incr. ase in the salary of I 
the city solicitor, but with the mai y in- , 
creases in salary he hardly felt justified 
at that time in so doing. lie said thecity 
solicitor had devoted almost the whole of 
his time the past year to city business, 
and $1250 was a small salary for so elfi- , 
cient an official. The reduction of milk 
inspector’s salary from $250 to $56 called j 
up an exteuded discussion. Councilman 
Merohaut said it w;ih out) tho work of a i 
few days each year and lie thought $50 
or $00 per day was too high a salary to ! 
pay. Councilman Forknall said it took ; 
a competent man for this duly. One who i 
can analyze milk and substantiate his 
claims iu a court of justice. The city is J 
obliged to have such an official; when the | 
office was first created none suitable j 
could be secured for less than $500. 
There have been 80to 100 tests made this 
year at $2 per test, and a court cdhe costs 
from $10 to $20. Two ; ears ago the 
salary was placed at $50 and it was last 
year put back to $250. Alderman Shep- 

I laid, who was present, gave his opiniou 
ly request. He said it was an important 
office ami it was ludicrous to place the 
salary at $50. He suggested that a fair 
salary would be $200 and this figure was 
votea. 

The school appropriation, $117,500 and 
incidentals, $10,500, water maintenance, 
$14, 800. street watering $13,500, police 
box, Waban, $300 were discussed aud left 
! standing. 

President Mead then submitted an 
| iteniiz- d account of the board of health 
estimates tor ’92. and tho item of $300 
for constable’s not ices was stricken out, 
i leaving tiie total appropriation, $0200 iu- 
I htead if $0500, no law bearing upon the 
i case being found upon investigation. 

The committee ou the whole then re- 
ported and tiie common council adopted 
t lie report, the total appropriation 
amountin : to $709,810, an increase over 
t lie liuiiiu*' committees’ estimate of $1-1,- 
05<». L is year’s appropriation was $055,- 
I 372 Tills makes a total increase over

May < f that year an inhabitant theieof, aud that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, aud to fnrrlsh 
under oath a true list of her estate, both real 
and personal, not exempt from taxation, nnd she 
shall thereupon lie assessed for her p ill, not ex- 
ceeding II fly cents, aud for her estate, and the 
assessors shall, ou or before the fifth day of 
October, return her name to the registrar! of 
votors t r hoard charged with the preparation of 
the list of voteis of thecity or town in the list of 
the persons so assessed. Thu taxes so assessed I 
shall he entered in tho tax list of the collector of 
the city or tow’ll, and he shall collect and pay 
over thes-.ineln the manner specified in his 
warrant.

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CITY GOVERN MENT. 

Continued from pnRo two . 

, James Sullivan and F. L. Chftffibeilaln 
woro granted licenses to run one express 
wagon each. 

Petitions wore received for street 
lamps on Bellevue streot bridge, and to 
have the oil lamps on Nowtonvillo 
avenue ropaired or changed for gas or 
electric. 

Albert Gay and John Cooney were 
given leave to withdraw on petitions for 
damages. 

Goorgo Pet tee and others asked for 
two street lamps on piivato wny between 
Oak and Elliot streets. 

II. K. Hibbard gave notice of intention 
to build two bouses on Hunnowell ter- 
raco, oach 30x40. O. E. Hunt, houso on 
Washington Park. 

$20,700 was appropriated for city ex- 
penses during December. 

Tho warrant for city election was 
passed. 

Notice of intention to build tho N ow- 
ton club houso on Highland avenue was 
tiled. 

One street lamp on Highland street and 
one on Clyde street were ordered. 

Tho Waban Improvement Association 
askid to have Woodlaud street near Bea- 
con, ropaired. 

Concroto walks woro asked for ou 
Maple avenue, by Messrs. Tucker and 
Sawin. 

A Are alarm sigual station was asked 
for on corn or of Centro .and Walnut 
streets. 

Miss Martha Hitchcock gave notice of 
intention to build house 28x44 on corner 
Centro and Hollis streets. 

Sydney P. Clark asked for licenso for 
private stable on Sumiier street. 

TIIK APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The board then went into committee 
of the whole on the appropriation bill, 
with Alderman Ilarbacli in tho chair, as 
passed by the common council. 

Tho increase in tho 11 iq dcpaitmeut 
was explained by Alderman Crehoro as 
duo to tho new engine and truck at New- 
ton Highlands. 

A long discussion took place over tho 
salary of the inspector of milk, and Al- 
derman Sheppard called attention to tho 
importance of having tho work of tho 
c flico carefully and thoroughly done, 
especially in the summer months, and 
said the inspector ought to bo responsi- 
ble to some one. 

Tho increase in tho schools was ex- 
plained ns duo to tho new house at 
Waban, new teachers in tho high school, 
and the lack of text books, which must 
be largely increased this year. 

Tho matter of drains came up and 
Alderman Ci Ain called attention to Mr. 
Potter's demand for drains, tho Boyd 
pond drain on which ho was willing to 
give tho city tho right of way, and in the 
enso of his land on Church street, ho de- 
sired the city to take out the drain there 
and put it in the street. 

Alderman Hyde asked which nlr.ee tho 
alderman from Ward Ono had rattier 
have Axed, w hich caused a general laugh. 

Alderman Crehoro said tho Church 
street drain bad been referred to the city 
solicitor, who had said that tho best way 
was to let the matter rest, until the rights 
of the city had been tested in the courts. 

THE HIGHWAY APPROPRIATION. 
Alderman Fenno said tho highway ap- 
propriation had been fixed at $05,000, and 
that was all the city ought to appropri- 
ate this year. This year there had been 
some decided economies, $10,000 had 
been saved on crushing stone, and yet as 
much had been done as in former years. 
The committee hud boon fortunate in 
saving ou almost every item, partly be- 
cause of crushed stone and partly on 
men. All that might ho appropriated 
could bo spout, but $05,000 would do all 
that must be done, home speciAc appro- 
priations had not been touched on ac- 
count of the sowers, but these would be 
carried over to next yeor. There was 
plenty of crushed stone, but for Boyd 
and Emerson streets it was thought bet- 
ter to wait for stone from Murray streot 
than to haul it from Auburudalo. Tho 
committee would leave as much stonu as 
they found on hand at beginning of yeor. 

Alderman Hyde asked what was the 
difference between widening and recon- 
struction and general repairs. 

Alderman Fenno said it was very slight 
and the committee to bo sure that cer- 
tain amounts wero spent where needed 
bad put them uuder that heading. 

Alderman Sheppard said in the case of 
Arlington street it was thought there 
would have to bo drilling done, but it 
was found not to bo needed. 

Alderman Harbach said that was not 
what was intended when tho appropria- 
tion was made. 

Alderman Hyde moved that something 
be added for Centre street and Beacon 
street, Waban. It was 17 years or more 
since anything was done on those streets, 
and they were in bad condition, say $1500 
for Centre street, and $2500 for Beacon 
street*. 

Alderman Luke said the other appro- 
priations had been very carefully made 
up and estimated, auo lie was opposed 
to putting in any guesses at cost of work. 

Aldi rinaii Ilarbacli said tho streets 
ought to bo in good condition hut they 
were not. 

Alderman Fenno said that all tho work 
done this year had boon done inside the 
estimates and all iho work planned hail 
been done except in sewered streets. 
The committee had crushed tho stonu in 
the Aubiiilidale pit at 30 cents a square 
yard, and in Murray stiout inside the 
price accepted by Mr. Halo, about 01 
cents. Last year crushed stone had cost 
$1.58 a square yard, hut tho committee 
had made a radical change and would 
never go hack to the loose methods of 
last year. Tho city had saved thousands 
of dollars, and the amount lie set was 
enough. The taxes were as high as they 
sliould be. 

Alderman Luke said the committee 
had had a very dillicult task in awarding 
prizes to the section men, ail the sections 
woro ho well kopt, that the (inference 
was voiy slight. The superintendent 
says tho streets were never in as 
good condition. $15 a thousand was . s 
high as the tax-iato should be. 

Alderman Ilarbacli said a list of twen- 
ty-live streets had been handed him that 
were in bad order. 

Alderman Fenno asked if they were 
not us hid last year, and Alderman Ilar- 
buch admitted that tiny were. 

Alderman Fenno said the committee 
had found a great muss of petitions left 
over from last year, and they had gone 
to w ork to clean up these and thou taken 
petitions in the order they were receiv- 
ed. They had cleaned the petitions up 
to the first of September. 

After further discussion, the sum was 
fixed at $05,000, $10,000 less than the 
Common ( 1*1111011 figures. 

THE COTTAGE IIOHJ'ITAL. 

There was a warm discussion over the 
$3,000 for tlie Cottage Hospital. 

Alderman llarbaeh wanted this put 
uodei tho appropi iatiou for overseers of 


tho pool, and only paid out on orders 
approved by them. The city should nay 
for the cases in the hospital for which it 
wns liable. 

Ahlctmnn Luko read the figures given 
hv the hospital board, showing that they 
had expended last year $3,255 87 tor poor 
patients, and the city had given them 
only $1,500. There wns an emergency 
now at the hospital, and ho thought the 
money was needed. It would bo an evil 
day when tho city took charge of tho 
hospital, hut if it did not receive aid, tho 
city would have to tnko it. 

Alderman Fenno said it would cost the 
city $12, 000 a year to run the hospital, 
and it wns getting off very cheap with 
only $3,000. The contioversy this year 
had interfered with tho receipts, and the 
emoigency might not occur again. 

Ablet man Sheppard thought the city 
nlmnner should have power to npprovo 
hills. 

Alderman Luke said it would he bet- 
ter for the city to ask for a representa- 
tion on the hospital board, as it h son 
tho public library and water board. 

Alderman Hyde thought it was a busi- 
ness matter, and the city sliould pay for 
what it received. 

City Clerk Kingsbury called attention 
to the fact that if the appropriation was 
handed over to the city almoner or tho 
overseers of tho poor, it would make 
paupers ot the patients who cannot pay 
for treatment, which would be very un- 
fortunate. 

Alderman Luke took this considera- 
tion up and on tlie strength of his plea 
the $3,000 was voted to tho Hospital, 
without conditions. 

NEWTON CENTRE PLAY GROUND. 

On the appropriation for drainage for 
Nowton Centre play ground, Aldorman 
Fenno said the ofllcers of tho Newton 
Centro Improvement Association had 
stated that if tho $10,000 was given them 
they would not. ask for anything more 
from the city, and ho opposed granting 
the $1300. 

Alderman llarbaeh denied that any 
promiso had been made, and said there 
was a misunderstanding. 

Alderman Fenno said he remembered 
tho statement distinctly and the men 
w’ho made it, and ho had asked Inst 
year’s alderman from Ward 4. and he 
also remembered tho statement. 

Aldermen llarbaeh and Ilydo argued 
in favor o! the appropriation, as it 
would cost a large amount to fix up tho 
land, and in its present condition it was 
useless. The Improvement Association 
spend about a thousand a year in plait- 
ing sluubbery and in walks and drives. 

The appropi iatiou was finally voted. 

Alderman Sheppard endeavored to 
have the street light appropriation in- 
creased by $0000 so that the lights could 
bo lighted every night, but was voted 
down, and a motion for $2500 to keep the 
arc lights lighted shared the same fate. 
Tho board then went into regular session 
audtidoptcd tho bill as it cattle from the 
council, with tlie exception of making 
highway repairs $05,000 instead of $i5,- 
000 .

Ail Honest Letter Rased on a False 
Foundation. 

Tlie following letter seems to bo writ- 
ten in good faith aud therefore deserves 
a courteous reply : 

Free traders claim t hat the results of 
their policy Wi-uld be to cheapen the 
price of everything to the consumer, re- 
ducing wages ot workingmen as a matter 
of course, and yet making it fully as 
easy for him to get a living on account of 
the lower prices of the necessaries of 
life. 

Now then let us suppose we have free 
trade and tho workers of all kinds got 
smaller pay aud living expenses aio less. 
What will the result be to the many poor 
nicn who own mortgaged houses? Will 
free trade lessen the mortgage? Not at 
all. Will it lessen tho value of their 
houses? Yes, decidedly. If prices are 
reduced materially, then must tlie car- 
penter, bricklayer aud all in tho building 
trade receive lower wages, material of all 
kiuds must be lower, and those who 
work thereon receive smaller wages, 
Thctefore, when my neighbor builds a 
house he cau build cheaper than I did, 
though it takes him longer to earn his 
money. If my neighbor wishes to sell 
his house he may do so, if houses are in 
demand at that time, but my house, built 
before this free trade era, has shruukon 
until nothing is left in sight but tlie 
mortgage. 

The debt I owe is not reduced but the 
value of my labor with which 1 pay my 
debts is reduced largely. 

I w ish to ask through tho columns of 
the Graimho, if a change to free trade 
would not be disastrous, iii any event, to 
tho debtor class wlio are dependent ou 
wages. Inquirer. 

Thu false foundation in tho above is 
the assumption that tree traders, or 
tariff reformers, allow that tho effeot of 
their policy would bo to reduco the 
wages of labor. That is the last thing 
they would allow. Whilo they deny that 
protection increases wages, they am 
equally emphatic in denying that the re- 
moval of protection, partial or* entire, 
would decreaso them. Wo know of no 
body of men in this country working 
for free trade today. That may conic by 
ami by, but not yet. What wo tariff re- 
formers wautuow is untaxed raw materi- 
als, which would allow, a lower rate of 
taxation ou finished products. We be- 
lieve that the effect of this policy on 
wages, if any* would he to raise them. 
That is to say, we believe that this 
policy would make more favorable condi- 
tions for tlie employment of labor. That 
is the way it has worked in Great Brit- 
ain, where wages are liighor than else- 
wlieio in Europe, and where they have 
steadily advanced since the liberal 
policy was adopted. In this country 
wages are higher in unprotected 
than in protected industries, while in 
different scotious of this country wages 
vary as much as between this country 
and England. It will be readily seen tiiat 
the writer of the above letter built upon 
a false foundation, and thereby labored 
in vaiu.

THE SOLE CANDIDATE. 


From present appearances, Mayor Hib- 
bard will have a unanimous re-election 
this year, and his faithful service dc- 
«erves such au unusual compliment. At 
the Republican convention on next Tues- 
day evening, he is certain of overy vote, 
except those from Ward Five, and after a 
complimentary vote to the popular ex- 
-alderman from that ward, it is said that 
they will give an example of magnanimi- 
ty worthy of imitation by other wnrds by 
moving to make Mayor Hibbard’s nomi- 
nation unanimous. 

The Citizens’ Convention will follow 
on Wednesday eveniug, and they are es- 
pecially enthusiastic over the success of 
their candidate, aud his hearty endorse- 
ment by the people of tho city, and will 
also give him a unanimous rc-nomiua- 
tion. 

Such a state of things is what should 
exist among friends and neighbors in a 
small city such as Newton, aud it is also 
a high compliment to any oflicial. It 
shows that bis course has met with gen- 
eral approval, and there has becu no lack 
■of careful scrutiny. The city affaiis have 
been conducted in a thoroughly husiucss- 
3ike manuer, expenses have been careful- 
ay looked after, abuses rooted up, aud 
'there has not been au administration for 
years with so little friction. 

Mayor Hibbard is accused of being a 
very bad politician, as he has shown no 
recognition of either friends or enemies, 
bnt treated all alike, and the only ques- 
tion considered was what was for the best 
interests of the city. His success, how- 
ever, has proved that such a course is 
the Rhrewdest kind of politics, and he 
certainly has fully earned the general 
■endorsement that is given him. 


VIGOROUS KICKING. 


There were some very vigorous pro- 
tests made at the Ward Seven caucus, 
against the Ward aud City Committee’s 
curious new rule in regard to the ap- 
'portionment of represention to the city 
conveution, and also against the rule 
'that every one taking part in a caucus is 
pledged to vote for all the nominees, 
uuless he states beforehand his inten- 
tions. 

The old method of giving each ward 
Jive delegates was certainly a fair one, 
and worked satisfactorily iucity conven- 
tions. Tbero is no need of any stringent 
measures in city politics, and for any 
party to propose such irou-clad regula- 
tions is a sign of weakness, aud is 
calculated to make a party so beauti- 
fully select, that it would not have much 
influence in city affairs. II id not a 
Ward Seven man beeu up this year, the 
caucus would have refused to send dele- 
gates, and Ward Seven would have given 
•a solid vote in opposition. 

It is easy enough to lead a horse to 
water, but it is another tliiug to make 
him drink, aud political ‘in uiagers will 
find the same tliiug to be true of voters. 
They may propose measures of discipline, 
aud these would look beautifully on 

iper, hut they would see their mistake 
when they found they had no followers 
to discipline. 

1 he new rules are certainly odious and 
probably they will not he heard of after 
this year. The Republican party in 
Newton ought to dispense with irou-clad 
b< "illations. 

Mr. R. ii. Gardiner, chairman of the 
ward and city committee, says that the 
t ale was not adopted us a result of the 
•election last year, but was decided upon 
i ho years ago. so that there was no in- 
t ontiou of disciplining any one. Also 
r hat the new rules were commented on 
m the time, aud we believe the (■ it a i*ii i <: 
did denounce them. It is only when ! 
L ilies go into practice, however, that they 
appeal to the ordinary man, aud one 
.Year’s trial ought to convince the city 
committee of their uupopularity The 
rule* were patterned after those adopted 
tor state conventions, and the ommittue 
were probably liouest in believing they 
would he heuuficial. Rut public opinion 
is so generally opposed to them that 
ahey should he repealed. 

THE CITIZENS* PARTY. 

The Citizen’s party has had a very suc- 
cessful career in Newton because there 
are many voters in both parties who 
lioiiestly believe in non-partisan nomina- 
tions for all city officers, aud tb%t the 
best man ought to win irrespective of all 
considerations connected with na- 
tional politics. The Citizens put up 
Mayor Hibbard last year on this platform 
aud were victorious. The excellence of 
their candidate was such that his adruiu- j 
. filiation is endorsed by men of al| 


parties, and from present indications, 
Mayor Hibbard will have aunanimous 
re-nomination in the Republican con- 
vention U9Xt Tll9Ad.IV. 

Under these circumstances there is a 
good deal of interest in regard to the 
action to bo taken by tho Citizens' party 
in its caucuses and convention. Will it 
stand by its candidate, even if ho has 
been endorsed by tho Republicans, and 
thereby show that ns an organization it 
is more interested in good government 
than in always having a rival candidate, 
or will the party abandon all its prin- 
ciples and professions and offend a great 
part or its supporters, by allowing its 
caucuses to be captured by the fow who 
are discontented, and put forward a 
rival candidate. Such a course would be 
simplo suicide, as the leading members 
of the Citizens’ party roalize, and they 
will turn out in sufficient numbers at tho 
caucuses to see that the action taken is 
consistent with that of last year. 

There has been a good doal of rather 
loose talk in the daily papers and olso- 
wliero about the Citizens’ nomination for 
Mayor having been peddled round to 
this and that man, asking him to tako it, 
but this has no foundation in fact, as far 
as any of the official representatives of 
the Citizens’ party aro concerned. They 
aro more than satisfied with Mayor 
Hibbard, aud they have no idea of allow- 
ing tlioir party to commit hari-kari at 
present. 

If any rival candidate is to he put up, 
which is very doubtful, it will have to he 
by some nomination paper, or by some 
party not yet in tho Held. The Citizens’ 
party certainly can neither afford to 
refuse to endorse Mayor Hibbard, nor 
have they the slightest intention of so 
doiug. Iudeed they are altogether too 
well satisfied with the brilliant success 
of tbeir candidate of last year, not to 
put forth every effort to securo his ro- 
eloction. 


HOSPITAL SUNDAY OFFERINGS. 


According to a custom which has been 
established among us, the Sunday before 
Thanksgiving Day is the time appointed 
by the various Christian denominations 
iu our city for contributing to the sup- 
port of the Newton Cottage Hospital. 
Sunday, Nov. 22ud, is the day this year. 

The growing appreciation of the value 
of this most worthy institution in cariug 
for the sick and injured and iu training 
nurses, has led to a Steady increase in 
the amount contributed year by year. 
The serious difficulty which broke out 
last year over some details of matiago 
nient has been satisfactorily adjusted so 
that all are working together harmoni- 
ously again. It will be remembered that 
the controversy came during the con- 
struction of the new building, and that 
some large gifts which has been expected 
were not given. For the first time the 
institution is in debt, but it should not 
be permitted to struggle under this bur- 
den much longer. There is wealth 
enough in Newton to sweep it all away 
on Hospital Sunday and to give the treas- 
ury a good start in the current expenses 
of the year. 

Our citizens, rich and poor, should 
count it a privilege to make liberal offer- 
ings this year to an institution which 
has added greatly to the renown of our 
city. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The new rules provoked a good deal of 
discussion in the School Board at the 
meeting ou Wednesday evening, especial- 
ly the one doing away with all the dis- 
trict committees, and substituting there- 
for a grammar aud primary school com 
mittee of these members. Such a com- 
mittee could not begin to do the work 
now performed by the district commit- 
tees, as it would take the whole time of 
the three members if they did, and the 
result would be to throw t lie whole labor 
udou the superintendent. No one mere 
mortal could hope to stand up under all 
the responsibility ic a city such as New- 
ton, and the work would he more than 
he could do if he labored Jho whole 
twenty-four hours, aud seven days in a 
week. The members of the school hoard 
ought to be wi Ring to do their fair share 
of the work, and not to shift the whole 
burden on to the shoulders of the super- 
intendent, and the one committee of 
three men. The school board was at a 
dead lock ou the question and adjourned 
to meet next Wednesday evening, when 
it is hoped all the members will he pres, 
ent. 


The Hospital and its friends owe a 
debt of gratitude to Alderman Luke aud 
City Clerk Kingsbury for the passage of 
the $3,000 appropriation. There was dan- 
ger that the appropriation would he giv- 
en to the Overseers of the Poor, and he 
doled out as cases arose which were or- 
dered takcu to the hospital by the city. 
City Cleik Kingsbury called atteution to 
the fuct that this would make paupers of 
those who could not pay for being taken 
cate of, aud Alderman Luke presented 
the needs of the hospital iu such a per- 
suasive manner that the appropriation 
was finally voted. It would have been a 
very unfortunate thing to have given any 
sumhlauce of almsgiving to the appro- 
priation, and many people when iu need 
would have been kept away by this. 
People can take a gift without losing 
their self-respect, but to put it ou the 
ground of their beiug paupers would he 
a very different matter. It may he un- 
husiuess like, hut it is no more so tbuu 
the free library or the public reading- 
rooms or play grounds, aud the Cottage 
Hospital should he considered ou exactly 
the same grouuds. Tire emergency that 
exists this year may not exist another 
year. 

There was some pretty sharp sparring 
over the highway appropriation in the 
meeting of the City Council, hut the 
splendid work done by Alderman Fen- 
uo’s committee during the year did not 


Ruffcr by. contrast, with that of any 
other year. Tiro introduction of strict 
business methods iu the highway depart- 
ment, and the faithfal way in which tho 
committee’s orders havo been carried 
out by Superintendent Robb, lias rosultcd 
in better results for tho money expended 
than wo havo had in years. Of courao, 
every man has not had his stroet fixed 
up, but tho main thoroughfares aro in 
excellent condition, whore tho sowors do 
not interfere, and Washington stroet, for 
instance, has not been iu so good condi 
tion for yonrs. 


Ward One and Ward Two havo to 
choose members of tho School Board this 
year. Tho members from Ward One are 
Messrs. Hollis and Drow, and from Ward 
Two Rev. R. A. White and Mrs. Martin, 
Rev. Mr. White poRitivoly refuses to ho a 
candid Uo, although appreciating tho 
cordial support ho has received. lie 
finds that tho work interferes too much 
with liis other duties. Mr. Hoyden, who 
served a short tinro to fid a vacancy, is 
spnkon of ns his successor. Some of the 
ladies of tho ward have n! ready taken 
steps to secure the re-nomination of Mrs. 
Martin. Tho oxcitomont of a fow years 
ago over members of tho hoard has en- 
tirely died out, hut there is still need of 
a wise and careful selection of candi- 
dates. 


Mu. McCall of Winchester is now put 
forth ns n candidate for Speaker by tho 
opponents of Speaker Barrett, who tliiuk 
he is getting moro than his share of 
honors. Mr. McCall is liablo to find a 
very rocky road before him, and it is 
doubtful if he ovor reaches tho goal. 
Somehow Mr. Barrett always manages to 
come out ahead, and this caso will prob- 
ably bo no exception. 


The Ccntounial number of the Old 
Farmer’s Almanac is out, with tho usual 
amount of reading raattor and a picture 
of the founder, Robert B. Thomas, and 
a sketch of his life, besides a reproduc- 
tion of the title page of tho issue of 1703. 


A comtESPONDENT suggests Council- 
man Churchill as the candidate for aider- 
man from Ward Two. If ho would accept 
he could have the nomination by the 
unauimous consent of his constituents, 
but he has so far refused to he a candi- 
date.

The Modern Game of Foot Ball. 

[Boston Globe.] 

The “Rugby Game” of foot ball is rap- 
idly coming into popular favor with the 
American public. The intollegent ob- 
server sees iu it an athletic exhibition, 
not of brute force, but one requiring a 
wonderful combination of strength, skill 
and intelligence. The success of the 
game is dependent upon the concerted 
and united action of every man in the 
team. Each member of the opposing 
teams has his work to do; but the suc- 
cess of it depends upon every other man 
doing his full share. 

Every movement made by the team 
acting on tho otYonsive is executed with 
a well-matured plan with a direct result 
in view. Jf it fuils to accomplish its j 
purpose it is due to tho skill of the op- 
posing team, which has intercepted and 
circumvented it. Of all games it is the 
one in which strategy plays the most im- 
poitant part. The contests on thede-| 
tensive must be prepared to repulse 
attacks made in every conceivable man- 
lier. The movements of every man must 
he watched with tho utmost care. The! 
half-baok who makes a long rush through 
theoeutiu. or around tho eud of a line, 
receives the applause of tho crowd, but 
his feat has been made possible by the 
combined efforts of half a dozen men 
who either made the hole in the centre, 
or protected him from attack at the etui 
ot the line. Tho beauty and success of 
the game is absolutely dependent upon 
an intollegent combination of individual 
skill and action, which is thus enabled to 
aco miplish an intended result. 

The element of chance is almost wholly 
eliminated, and strength and skill ate 
sme winners. It is for this reason that 
the contest is decided upon tho real 
merits of tho players, and not upon tho 
“dukes” ami accidents of Hie game. 


No man is a foot hall player. Great 
ness in this contest is not hereditary' 
The bov hccotnos proficient in the gaum 
only after years of careful study and 
practice. He must not only thoroughly 
know the game, but lie must in addition 
thereto It tvo tho strength, Hkiil. endur- 
ance nnd judgment, that render him Hli 
cintit. But all tiieso qualities are not 
enough, lie must also be, in Hit! pecu- 
liar vernacular of tho day, a “sandy” 
player; that is, lie must lie possessed of 
courage and icsolution that, never flinch, 
anti aro nlwavs equal to the emergency. 
But all these elements united will not 
quite hu(T1co. lie must have a temper so 
disciplined nnd under such control t hat 
if ho receives a blow upon tho one cheek 
ho can with perfect resignation turn tho 
other, rather than resent tho wrongiul 
act of his adversary. In a word, ho must 
be willing to sutler for the good ot the 
cause. Knowledge of tho art, strength, 
skill, courago, judgment, watchfulness 
nnd a calm temper aro combined in tho 
person nnd nature of him who is famous 
in this greatest of athletic sports. In no 
other game are nil these qualities essen- 
tial to the highest degree of proficiency. 

There exists today, to a certain extent, 
a popular belief that it is a game in 
which brute force plays an impor nnt 
part, and where fistic encounters fre- 
quently occur. It is undoubtedly true 
that the game lias sometimes been de- 
graded by exhibitions of “slugging,” but 
they are no part of the contest, and arc 
never indulged in by good players. If a 
contestant so far forgets himself as to 
lose his tcmperawl inflict wilful violence 
upon his adversary, lie thereby demon- 
strates that he lias not the qualities 
requisite to play tho game. The great 
Harvard-Yule contest, of last year was 
absolutely free from exhibitions of this 
nature. It wis so because the men knew 
the game and respected tho rules under 
which it is played. 

'litis branch of athletic spirt is yet in 
Its infancy in this country. Ithnsbepn 
developed to a wonderful extent during 
the past, tcu years, and we may expect 
that in tho years to come it will become 
far more scientific than at present. 

The qualities essential to the highest 
degree of proficiency in foot ball aro 
equally essential to success m the great 
game of life, where tho trained mind nnd 
body, aud tho disciplined temper com- 
bine to produce that, true manhood 
which wins tho respect of the world.

The Newton Street Hallway’s New Car. 

The Newton Street Railway Company 
have just added to its equipment a new 
closed car numbered 22. This car was 
built by George H. Hollinsworth, of Bea- 
ver Brook, Waltham, and combines some 
novel features not ordinarily found in 
street cars, and after ideas furnished by 
Superintendent F. G. L. Henderson, of 
the railway company, who has given 
special attention to its construction. The 
length of the car body is the standard 
sixteen foot, with platform of extra 
width, 00 x -11 inches. 

The aisle is also of extra width (40 in- 
ches), which gives the car a very roomy 
appearaucu. The interior finish is of oak 
throughout, with the exception of the 
door panels, which are of cherry. The 
window casings are also of oak aud the 
bliuds of basswood. The trimmings in- 
side and out are of polished brass of the 
very latest pattern, and were furnished 
by the Lewis & Fowle Manufacturing 
Co., of Brooklyn, N. Y. The seat backs 
aud cushions are stuffed with the best of 
curled hair, and covered with a dark 
green leather — a new departure iu the 
upholstery of a street car, aud against 
the oak finish gives a very rich appear- 
auce. A very handsome combination 
lamp is hung iu the centre of the moni- 
tor roof, containing an oil lamp with 
heavy glass globe, surrounding which is 
a three-light cluster of incandescent 
lamps of special design, nud these to- 
gether with the single incandescent 
lamps at either eud gives an unusual 
brilliancy to the car at night. This car 
is also fitted with the Burton Electric 
Heaters, four or which are placed under 
tiie seats, two oil each side. In front of 
each heater is an opeuiug iu the puuel 
for the heat to escape iuto the car, ami 
into eacli of these openings is fitted a 
brass grating of special dcsigu. 

The car is mounted on a modem truck, 
manufactured by the Bemis Car Box 
Company, of Springfield, Mass., aud ,

Tnls was followed by a letter of resignation 
from Superintendent Jones, In which lie said- 
"An . j.- utiTf) oflicercannot share his duties 
with a b-gtdaHve l»odv such a* a school board is. 
To I.*- cfT<»tlv** and efficient lie most lie trusted 
implicitly Neither hi* orders nor the duties of 
Ills office can ever be administered hy a legists- 
tire committee under whom he acts, and for 
whom he receive- orders and directions. Every 
interference by individual member*, or by nn1>- 
committee* weakens his authoritr. and ruins 
his infl uence and efficiency. Marked evidence 
of such interference with my orders has recently 
arisen which my sc f-respect and reputstlon do 
not permit m* to past over Indifferen \j 
“Therefore I beg you to accept my resignation 
to take effect a* soon after Jan. I, 18*2, as my 
successor can he elected." 

The board unanimously voted not to accent the 
resignation, and the matter has been kept as 
quiet as nmsib e. 

The change to a central committee of three 
was recomm* nded by those members of the 
hoard who bellered that the superintendent 
should exercise more anthorliy without intetfer- 
cnce. The opponents of the plan think that the 
change will give the superintendent too mnoh 
power, and that a small committee will he un- 
able to give the amount of time required for the 
general management of the primary and gram- 
mar schools of the city. It is avid that the pro- 
posed change will he again referred hack to the 
committee on r# vision of rules and regulations, 
and that an effort will be made to effect some 
compromise. 

The superintendent's resignation has caused 
quite a sensation, and was especially a surprise 
for those meml*ers of the school hiard who op- 
posed the abolition or the district committee 
system.

ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES. 

Mr. John Sturgis Potter was given 
permission to address the hoard in favor 
*of the abatement of alleged nuisances iu 
Wards One and Seven, lie urged that 
••appropriations bo made for the romov- 
•al of the drain across the Woodward 
•estate, of whieh ho is trustoe, cornor of 
(Church and Centre streots, because the 
•city had no legal rights there and the 
•drain itself was likely to cave iu. He 
Iliad consulted legal authorities and they 
•supported him in his claim. The drain 
•ought to have been removed when the 
newer was laid as then the cost would 
ihave been slight, and now the expense 
•would be considerable. He would like 
Oo have the matter amicably adjusted 
tout he gave notice now, that if the drain 
•was not removed before the 10th of next 
month, it would be hermetically sealed, 
:aud if the matter went into court ho was 
••satisfied that it was the city that would 
fljave to pay damages and not himself. 

He also requested that the city should 
•clean the brook which flows across the 
06 acres owued by him in Ward One, 
■which was now made to carry off the 
•drainage from 4,000 acres, and all the 
(tilth of the streets. He had appeared 
(before the Q board of health, for the 
past two years, and at first if anything 
[had been doue the water privilege of 
(Boyd’s pond could have been bought 
•cheaply, but now it could not. The 
(board of health bad declared the pond 
;a nuisance, but nothing could be done as 
tthe pond was partly in Watertown. He 
(thought the city was bound to go before 
the legislature and urge the annexation 
•of this locality to Newtou, so that the 
cncnaco to public health could be re- 
anoyed. Newtou had found bow im- 
possible it was to get Watertown to co- 
operate, iu the matter of sewerage. 

Mayor Hibbard said the Watertown 
hoard of health was willing to co-operate 
with Newtou in the matter of Boyd’s 
pond. 

Mr. Potter said that the land adjacent 
to him was also covered with filth by the 
brook. He did not propose to clean it 
•out as this would admit that it was his 
•duty to clean it. Now he was willing to 
:give the city drainage rights across bis 
flaud, but if nothing was done this year 
Ilie should get all the damages a jury 
would allow him. 

Mayor Hibbard stated that the board 
•of health was doiuc all that it could do 
un the premises.

THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


The Republican convention met iu the 
police court room, City Hall, Tuesday 
evening, with only a few spectators. 

Chairman Gardiner called the conven- 
tion to order, Mr. W. E. Sheldon was 
chosen to preside, and R. C. Bridgham 
elected secretary. Messrs. Gardiner and 
Crane and Dr. O. E. Huut were appoint- 
ed a committee on credentials and re- 
ported 87 delegates present. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich arose and said that 
the delegation from Ward 7 was charged 
by the caucus to enter a protest against 
the change in the basis of representation 
to the city convention, and ho submitted 
a resolution, that iu the judgment of the 
convention, the mayoralty vote should 
not be made the basis of representation 
iu city conventions. 

He moved to table the resolution until 
the close of the meeting, but tbis was 
opposed by Mr. R. H, Gardiner and was 
voted down. 

The resolution was then taken up and 
discussed. Mr. Gardiner, chairman of tho 
ward and city committee, said it seemed 
to him that the; action of the ward 7 
caucus was ill-timed, ill-placed, and 
wrong iu principle. Iu the winter 
of 1890 the ward and city committee met 
for organization and found uo rules and 
so rules were prepared. They were dis- 
cussed in full committee, ordeied print- 
ed, and a copy sout to every member. It 
was not thought fair to make the change 
iu 1S90, as the previous year Wards Fivo 
and Six had given a very large vote for 
Mayor Burr, and so they were postponed 
a year, and it was supposed that accord- 
ing to custom the Republican candidate 
for mayor would come from the north 
side of the city. He thought that the 
wards that stood loyally by the Republi- 
can candidate should have the largest 
representation. 

It was said that there had been no 
notice of the rule, but all the members 
of the committee had printed copies of 
it, and one Newtou paper had comment- 
ed on it, and opposed it. Last January 
was the time to attack the rule, 
and each member of the com- 
mittee had been asked to get the 
opinion of his ward regarding it. Ho 
had talked with many Reputdicans and 
they had favored if.

This rulo would not promoto party 
loyalty, Nowton was a strong Republi- 
can city in state and national elec- 
tions, but in municipal olections the 
party was often defeated, but politics 
had very little to do with it. 

Last yoar tho party was defeated but 
tho opposition candidate had given such 
general satisfaction that voters of all 
parties demanded hiR renomination, lie 
rogrottod if auything had beon said 
which reflected on the ward and city 
committee, ns ho was convinced their 
motives wero good. But the old systom 
of five delegates from each ward was 
tho most satisfactory, and there was uo 
demand for any change from a systom 
that had worked so fairly.and lie thought 
it would bo productive of harmony if the 
rulo was repealed, and a return made to 
the old system.

N. Baker said the caucus by a 
large majority favored the nomination of 
Co-incilman Sprague. Alderman Crc- 
liore had assured Mr. Sprague that he 
was not a candidate and would not ac- 
ceptj and Mr. Sprague had therefore 
declined a renomination as councilman. 
It would bo no injustice to Mr. Crehore 
not to uominate him, as he was a Demo- 
crat and would he sure to receive the full 
vote of tiie other party. As between a 
good Democrat and a good Republican he 
hoped the convention would vote for the 
latter, • 

Ex-Aldermau Johnson said it was 
true that Mr. Crehore did not seek a re- 
nomination, but lie thought that was a 
reasou for choosing him, as the office 
ought to seek the man and not the man 
tho office.

A Loss Obvious Evil of rPotectlon* 

Our frlonds tho extremo protectionists 
have boon claiming of late that tho Mc- 
Kinley bill lias not increased prices. 
This was tho great joke of the late cam- 
paign. Tho McKinley bill was un- 
doubtedly intended to iticroaso prices 
It was for that reuson commended to the 
manufacturers who were “fried” for 
campaign expenses. It was so consider- 
ed by President Harrison when ho ro- 
forred to a “cheap coat” as a poworfnl 
agoncy in making a “cheap man.” It 
was oxpootod to increase prices when it 
was presented as a panacea for tho ovil 
of competition by the “piupor labor” of 
tho world. If it didn’t increase prices 
vory cloarly it did not do what was ex- 
pected ot it, and so it was a delusion and 
snare to tho industries which wore more 
highly “protected.” 

In many cases it did increase prices. 
In other cases tho tendency has been 
offset by lai^e impoitations before tho 
bill wbb passed, by increased competition 
and by dull trade. In some cases whore 
prices were tending stendily downward 
this tendency was simply arrested. 
Certain kinds of merchandise are as 
cheap as they were beforo the McKinley 
tariff, lint for that tariff they would 
have bjeu much cheaper. 

There are evils of protection not so 
obvious as the increase of prices— though 
obvious enough, to which attention is not 
so often called. Let us consider it a 
moment, fairly and candidly. 

With the wonderful machinery now in 
U80, all tho time improving in efficiency, 
and the desire of every manufacturer to 
mako the most out of his plant, there is 
a constant tomlency to mako supply 
oxcecd demand. As this tendency 
makes itself felt competition becomes 
sharper and profits smaller, ami dually 
tho equilibrium is recovered by tho 
failure of the weakest or least wisely 
managed establishments. This is the 
most ordinary of phenomena. Business 
goes through its regular cycles of 
“booms” and “depressions.” That 
would bo tho case under perfectly natural 
conditions, but “protection” increases 
and strengthens that tendency. When 
there are plants euough to do the work 
required, naturally increasing every year 
In efficiency, increased “protection,” like 
that of tho McKinley bill, by the offer of 
increased prices and less foreign inter- 
ference, tempts new capital into these 
already occupied fields. It may get large 
profits for a little while, but the increase 
of domestic competition, severe enough 
before— soon drived w tho weakest to the 
w all and demoralizes uearly all the other 
concerns. Tlius capital is sunk, and in- 
dustry disturbed. Tho protectionists are 
light when they predict lower 
prices as the result of domestic competi- 
tion, but that result is attained at 
enormous cost. And when tho depres- 
sion does come to a protected country it 
is much more severe and lasting than a 
country trading with the rest of the world 
under natural conditions. Englaud can 
unload her surplus production at a 
slight sacrifice to the whole world. 
When we have surplus goods to sell, 
especially in cases where wo tax the 
crude materials used, we have mule the 
cost of production so much larger tliau 
it is in rival manufacuring countries, 
that wo cannot unload except at groat 
loss. The homo market is very good as 
far as it goes, especially when the tariff 
dam doesn’t leak, hut the sales abroad 
must he made in competition with sharp 
rivals, and we arc handicapped. It is a 
fact beyond dispute that many articles 
of American manufacture can he bought 
in foreign countries from twenty to forty 
per cent less thau right here at home. 

So we say that a great though less 
obvious evil of protection— especially 
high protection, is tho temptation to 
capital to go into fields which will ho 
rapidly enough occupied without it. 
Aud that is why manufnctuiers should 
he tariff reformers. It is for their in- 
terest to have cheap raw materials, and 
to ho relieved from a pressure of rivalry 
caused by artificial stimulants. 


Grammar School Studies. 

Mr. D. 8. Farnhain read an essay last 
Saturday before the Norfolk Masters' 
Clul> 4 iu Bostou on the subject, “The 
time to ho given to each study iu the 
highest grammar grade, aud how many 
studies is it prolitahle to take at a time.” 

Mr. Faruham recommended that tho 
work iu grammar, geography, arithme- 
tic, penmanship, spelling, drawing aud 
natural history should largely he accom- 
plished before the last grammar year. 
That these subjects should he taught 
with reference to the life work of the 
pupils instead of cramming tho pupils’ 
minds with a largo lot of material for 
which they will have little or no use in 
nfter life. Iu other words the essayist 
recommended much less time on the 
aforeineutioned subjects aud more prac- 
tical teaching that tho pupil tuny know 
more about them iu their application to 
the wants of life. 

Thu essayist also suggested thai the 
simple principles of physics and chemis- 
try ho kept along in ull tho lowor grades 
as well as some knowledge of theuulmul. 
vegetable und mineral kingdoms of 
Nature, saying if the pupils have a 
fair knowledge of mineral and plant life 
and some conception of tho great forces 
in Nature which havo in the past aud are 
still moving tho rocks and water ou tho 
globe, his concepts of the subject o( 
geography will ho more vivid aud ho 
will more cloarly comprehend all work. 

Mr. Faruham suggested the subjects 
in tho following order Five hours per 
week for general history, three hours for 
literature, two hours each for chemistry, 
physics, plant life, animal life, civics, 
one hour oacli for commercial geography, 
arithmetic, bookkeeping, manual lessons 
aud minerals, saying lie thought there 
would he a more marked change iu gram- 
mar school work the next live years thau 
iu tho previous tifteeu years, leaving the 
last year of tho grammar school for more 
advanced study, tmeh as history, litera- 
ture and science, iu an advanced form 
and civics.

NEWTON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 


SOCIALISM AND TIIB CltUftGIt DISCUSSED 
nv ntSlIOP HUNTINGTON. 

Tho November meeting of tho club 
took place Monday evening in the clinpni 
of tho Wost Newton Congregational 
church. After tho usual social and 
supper hour, an adjoin nment wan made 
to tho amlienco room of tho church, 
which was quickly filled by members of 
tho club and their frionds. Tho choir 
sang an anthem. Kov. Dr. Calkins of 
Eliot church offered prayor and tlion 
Fresidont Geo. M. Fisko introduced tho 
Ut. Rev. Frederick I). Huntington, I). I)., 
L. L. D., Bishop of Central Now York, 
to speak upon “Socialism aud the 
Church.” 

Wo inay troat this subject, ho said, in 
three divisions: Political— economic, 
Humane— sentimental or Ethical— Chris- 
tian. 

Taking into account tho fertility of 
our soil, tho political freedom enjoyed, 
aud other advantages and privileges com 
mon to tho peoplo of this country, is tho 
present state of things what it ought to 
he? Not, is it perfect, this would bo too 
much. 

Do all havo an equal chance at good 
work for good pay? Are all the peoplo 
living together like a brotherhood? Are 
we in short a Christian people? 

There are those who claim that every- 
thing is moving along smoothly aud sat- 
isfactory, ami that there is no need for 
anxiety or a looking forward to trouble 
in tho future. But to those engaged in 
the gospel ministry there is much to 
cause anxiety, although there is no 
roason for discouragement. A multi- 
plicity of facts should not discouiage. , 
Science is never discouraged by more 
facts. Our immediate danger is that we 
do not keep our eyes open, and we 
should remembor to pray while wc 
think. 

Tho title of this address is widespread 
and most comprehensive. There is no 
department of literature where the labor 
question does not show itself. News- 
papers, books and magazines, teem with 
articles upon this absorbing question. 

Some 30 or 40 years ago Edward Everett 
wrote mo a note for information, that 
Lord Elgin wishes to know what works 
were published on social differences 
Books ou these topics were then scarce; 
now tho mere titles would probably fill 
a half dozen pages. 

Both hero nud across the water we find 
organized labor in various forms. But 
in most cases they are without leader- 
ship. These organizations are the signs 
of uneasiness and of growing change. 
How shall wc stop it? In this country 
of boasted freedom, enlightenment and 
intelligence, have we uo answer? Will 
this unrest ever die out? It touches 
nine-tenths of our people— too many to 
be easily kept down. 

Ministers of Christ must by sheer self- 
respect, take uotic*} of these questions. 
It comes up in political parties and is 
driving bargains with them, for it holds 
the balance of power. It is affecting the 
homo policy of the English ministry, 
making Tory leaders advocate shorter 
hours of labor, etc. 

Discussions of political economy are 
taken from tho professor’s classes and 
find expression in the shop and field. 
IIow nfuch better if in tho beginning the 
church had dared to preach clearly the 
prophetic ministry of Christ, when IIo 
said: The Spirit of ttio L ud is upon me 

* * * * to preach tho acceptable 
year of the Lord. And this was the 
message not for the Jews alone, hut for 
alljands and generations aud natioua llife 
everywhere. 

Consciences are wakiug up to pew 
ownership in our churches. A prom- 
inent Massachusetts Unitarian divine 
is seriously thinking it may he his duty 
to resign his ministry as a preacher of a 
free gospel, when the pews in God’s 
house are owned by the individual oc- 
cupants. 

There are various classes in society. 
Tho iich, whose income is abundant, 
and who live luxuriously, those who are 
called well-to-do, and take life compara- 
tively easy, thoso whoso whole life is 
spent in ceaseless toil, requiring constant 
watchfulness to keep from absolute 
poverty, and thoso who are dependant 
more or less upon tho kindness and 
bounty of others. 

The church ought to preach the 
doctrine of liberty for tho down-trodden 
and struggling poor. In IK) manufactur- 
ing establishments tho average wages of 
the employees as by report of 1888, was 
$440. The average earning of the pro- 
prietors of these manufactories was 
$4083. . 

The rioli men of this country own 
seventy-five per cont.of tho property ami 
j>aji twenty-seven per cent, of the taxes. 

In Now York there havo been 0384 
strikes aud 333, IKK) stalkers. Powell 
Rogers wrote in the 13th century that no 
laborer was so poor that his family 
would come to want should he he takeu 
away before morning. There are now 
25, 000 unemployed in and around Now 
York. Women sew sixteen hours a day 
to earn forty cents. A child ten years of 
age works ton hours a day at $1 a weok. 
Capital names the price of labor. 

He then treated brieily communism, 
anarchism, socialism, nationalism. 

Hus this country iu tho one hundred 
years of its history made one hundroJ 
years of progress in Christian civiliza- 
li >u, aud in improving the condition of 
nil its people? 

Today tho country is not in so much 
danger from its tramps, as it iB from the 
cautious, astute men who are worth a 
million or more, who never' pick a lock, 
or break into your shop, uud never steal 
loss than $50,000 at a time. 

We wnnt to make such an iuprovement 
in public opinion that will oblige our 
legislatures to give us better laws. 
Abate competition in its ttelfishnoss. 
Tho contrul truth in all our treatment of 
this subject is that its spiritual, not its 
maturial.uspocts are the most important. 
Help men to something higher uud 
butter than just to think about what 
they shall eat aud wear, llutuauity it- 
self in its broadest aud fullest meaning, 
not class distinctions, should he always 
iu our thought iu the treatment of this 
important problem.

The renomiuation of Mayor Hibbard 
by both parties is an unusual compli- 
ment, and it is also one that is well- 
deserved. The Citizens have reason to 
feel rather exuberant at the success of 
their caudidAte, and the Republicans 
liave shown their magnanimity and their 
devotion to the interests of the city, by 
renominating the Citizens’ candidate of 
last year.

Gardiner at the Republican convention, 
that partisan feelings have no place in 
our municipal elections. 

A city where both parties unite iu en- 
dorsing an official must be well governed, 
and that is just the situation. Mayor 
Hibbard appears to have found out not 
only the way to City Ilall, but also the 
way to the esteem and confidence of his 
fellow citizens. 

We have had the past year a business 
man’s administration, without any flour- 
ashes or pretences, but the work has 
been of a solid and enduring character. 
It has been au unusually trying year, and 
£he chief official of the city has needed 
to be a mau of resolute purpose, and a 
fixed determination that the city’s iuter- 
osts should be the only thing to be con- 
sidered. No one, outside of the sewer 
committee, perhaps, knows how much 
time Mayor. Hibbard has spent iu looking 
after the contractor, keeping the work 
up to„ the requirements, and meeting 
successfully all the many obstacles that 
lhave arisen. He has not been afraid to 
assume any responsibility, and tbe com- 
mittee will have no hesitation iu saying 
Xhat the fact that tbe work has pro- 
gressed as it has is due iu great measure 
to Mayor Hibbard. 

Iu other departments many reforms 
Lave been suggested and undertaken, 
and thousands of dollais havo been saved 
to the city, which was being wasted un- 
der the old methods. The committee, 
Lave all felt that they had a power be- 
hind them which would sustain them iu 
any emergency, and they have been in- 
aspired to do their best. 

Tbe words of commendation have been

Of course, this uncertainly and inde- 
pendence is very aggravating to the party 
managers, but if they rise above party 
to patriotic considerations, they will see 
the great benefits of such a state of 
things, and be very careful to do noth- 
ing which shall interfere with the per- 
fect liberty now enjoyed by the voters. 
The Republican convention evidently 
took this viow of the situation, and here- 
after any ward can cast its whole vote 
for any favorite son. without haviug its 
representation in a city convention inter- 
fered with.

The 14th anniversary of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A. was observed Sunday after- 
noon in Eliot Hall. The exercises com- 
menced at 3 o’clock, and at that hour 
the auditorium was completely filled, 
uearly 1000 persons being present. Mr. 
Hugh Campbell presided, and the order 
ot service was as follows: 

Congregational singing, “Come Thou, 
Almighty King;” scripture readiug, Rev. 
G. W. Shinn, D. Director Grace church, 
Newtou; prayer, Rev. D. W. Fauuce, D. 
D., pastor West Newtou Baptist church; 
singing, “Lord’s Prayer,” Temple 
quartet; report of President George A. 
Flint; singing, “The Star of Love,” 
quartet; review of year, Mr. A. F. 
Barrett, general secretary; selection, 
“Remember Now Thy Creator,” Temple 
quartet; addresses, Mr. Henry Bond, 
president of the Waltham Y. M. C. A., 
and Roy. E. B. Webb, I). 1)., of Wellesley; 
offertory. “Lead Kindly Light,” Temple 
quartet; prayer and benediction, Rev. 
Samuel Jackson, pastor of the M. E. 
church, Newtonville. 

General Secretary Barrett’s report is 
appended: 

As a report of the year’s work is in 
print, and lias already been placed in 
your hands, little rem tins for me to do 
but comment briefly upon the more im- 
portant features. 

The tirst noticeable event recorded is 
that of re-organization and incorpora- 
tion. 

This is of most vital importance. First, 
because it indicates the popular senti- 
ment of the community, which demands 
—aud has the right to demand— that, 
however much interest and activity the 
individual members may have in any 
kiud .of mission, charitable or philan- 
thropic work, as au association we must 
devote our energies, and the money 
entrusted to our care, to specific work 
for young men, and for them only. And, 
second, because it *J?*ves us a better 
standing in the community, placing 
1 -gal as well as moral obligations upon 
us to do this work we have undertaken 
in a business like way, with detiuite re- 
sponsibility for all financial affairs, 
providing for the proper care and use of 
any property giveu to, or in any way 
acquired by the association. 

The securing of subscriptions amount- 
ing to $2000 for the current expenses of 
this work: besides indicating the 
earnestness of purpose of the solicitors, 
aud sacrificing spirit of the donors, re 
corded the helpful sympathy of the 
citizens of Newton for its young men; 
aud to them, on behalf of the young 
men, I would express our hearty ap- 
preciation. 

Calling a general secretary was the 
uext most natural step; the wisdom of 
the selection, however, must be largely 
left for the future to determine. 

Of his experience thus far, permit me 
to say, thatiu the directors ami members 
lie has always found a helpful spirit of 
co-operatiou. In pastors aud churches, 
a most cordial Christiau welcome, aud in 
the iuterest in our work so substantially 
manifested by the ladies, an inspiration 
and courage for renewed effort. 

Ot the assistance provided by our lady 
friends in furnishing the rooms, to their 
honor lei me state, that from lets than 
301), solicited simply by a printed circular, 
more than six hundred dollars in cash 
and subscriptions, besides articles of use 
and ornament, were obtained iu about 
four week*. 

We have not y any moans all we waut 
iu the way of furnishing, but our rooms 
are attractive, and we hope to add from 
time to time as the liberality of our 
friends permit. 

Opening our rooms so far into the 
summer, June 25th, we had anticipated 
only a very small attendance, but were 
agreeably surprised to tiud that from the 
very first, young men came in such num- 
bers, that, allowing for reasonable in- 
crease as the evenings lengthened, we 
suould soon be overcrowded if larger 
accommodations were not provided. 

Consequently au additional room was 
hired, and opportunity offering a small 
hall for meeting aud cutertaiumeut pur- 
poses. 

Our mid-week prayer service, com- 
mencing early in July, lias been main- 
tained through the hot weather aud lip 
to the presuut, with an average attend- 
ance of fifteen. 

We are glad to note, that for severul 
weeks past, there have been present u 
number of nuu-Christiau young men, aud 
that its influence, aud that of the com- 
pauionsliip found in our founts, is prov- 
ing helpful in the daily lives of some. 

Mr. Yatman’s evangelistic work is so 
rcceut and wus so well advertised, but 
little need be said regarding it. 

He was invited to Newton by our com- 
mittee for ihe express purpose of arous- 
ing young men to uctivo Christiau 
work. 

At the solicitutiou of others, gouorul 
evangelistic work was carried on during 
the last week of bis stay. 

Before couiiug, he positively refused to 
name any price for his services, aud 
persistently declined receiving uny 
financial remuneration other than wliat 
should come iu free will offerings. 

Such offerings were taken. 

What they amounted to we do not 
know, as they were handed to him iu 
bulk us taken. 

Our financial statement simply covers 
the contributions toward expenses, and 
our payments for advertising, bull rent 
aud incidentals. 


Many young men woro aromod to 
active work 

More than ninety young men and boys, 
and a number of others wero at that time 
led to confess Christ. 

In a very large proportion of cases we 
know the conversions were genuine. 

Some have already united with tho 
church**. 

Every pastor and Sunday school super- 

ntendeut in Newton has had freo access 
to a complete list of all the names given, 
and church preferences indicated. 

Sunday Afternoon men’s meetings have 
been continued during the fall, though 
they have not been as fruithful or as 
well sustained, ns hoped for. 

These, and tho mid-week prayer 
services, will bo continued for the pre- 
sent, however, and a Bible training class 
organized in December. 

The number of young men who fre- 
quent our rooms is increasing. 

Our course of entertainments and 
series of practical talks will bo found in- 
teresting and instructive. 

With tho co-operation of all the young 
men interested, it need bo but a short 
time before wo liavo a fairly good 
gymnasium, while if earnest effort is put 
forth, tho association should control the 
best athletic grounds in the city, ero an- 
other summer. 

All of these, properly conducted, would 
aid to 'improve the spiritual, mental and 
physical condition of Newton’s young 
men. 

Just befoie the close of the Yatman 
meetings, two buys came to me for con- 
ference regarding an organization of 
Christian boys for helpful companion- 
ship. 

A meeting was appointed for those in- 
terested, and after some discussion a 
committee was selected who prepared 
the following petition which was signed 
by twenty-nine boys. 

Before reading it, 1 wish to cnll atten- 
tion to tho facts, that the idea of organ- 
ization and the details of this petition 
were original with, and wero executed 
by the boys; so far as kno wn no older 
person doiug anything more than ap- 
prove or disapprove suggestions made 
by various boys. 

THE PETITION. 

To tho Directors of the Newton Y. M. C. A: 

We the uudersiguod are Christian boys, 
and would liko to form an orgauieition 
and be the Boy’s Branch of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A. for social companionship 
with Christian boys. 

With God’s help wo wish to help 
others, aud those boys who are not 
Christians. 

We want advice from the older mem- 
bers of the association, and help in Bible 
study. 

We would like a place to hold our 
meetings in, and also one iu which we 
can play games, read papors and books, 
such as will be attractive and helpful. 

We wish to pay a reasonable fee for 
the privileges we ask for. 

This petition was brought before our 
directors who made provision for the 
foundation of a junior department of the 
association, which to-day has a paid 
membership of thirty boys. 

Since Mr. Yatinan left us, weekly 
Gospel meetings have been conducted by 
the boys, boys volunteering to lead the 
several meetings until February 1st 181)2, 
with no one boy having charge twice up 
to that time. 

Su far these meetings have had an 
average attendance of twenty-five; and 
four boys have through their influence 
been led to accept Christ. 

An older person is always present to 
guard against improper influence or 
teaching; otherwise tho boys are left 
free to conduct them in their own 
way. 

Wo have now made arrangements to 
grant the boys limited privileges in t lie 
association; providing separate rooms, 
games and papers, of which they have 
tho use frjm three to six o'clock daily. 

Thus you have before you a brief 
“Review of the year.” 

That errors have beeu made we do not 
doubt, but, measured by tho scripture 
standard of fruitage, For “Men donut 
gather grapes of thorns or li's of 
thistles;” wo believe this vino in the 
Master’s vineyard is proving worthy of 
cultivation. 

In the future, more than in tho past, 
we hope to have courage, not only to 
undertake any line of effort which 
promises success, but also to discontinue 
any work that reasonable experiment 
has proved unfruitful. Striving always 
to “Trust in the Lord with all our hearts, 
leaning not to our own understandings.”

AOAIN8T TIIK MILLS DIIAWINO OFF TIIK 
W ATE It OF TIIK CIIAKI.KS. 


Tho most popnlnr water resort in tho 
vicinity of Boston is tho Chnrlcn river 
between Newton Lowoi Falls and Wal- 
tham. It la a bountiful natural water 
p irk, but It lias ono serious out, which 
also nITocts tho comfort and health of 
tho neighboring communities. This 
trouble comes from tho low state of tho 
water during part of the summer. At 
such times the low flatB nre uncovered 
and lie festering in tho sun, an offence to 
tho surrounding country. 

The nuisance was especially marked 
during tho season just passed, nnd resi- 
dents of Aubururlalo have become 
aroused to take souio action toward an 
abatement of the trouble. To this end a 
petition has been signed by some 40 
of tho leading residents of tho village, 
and It will be presented to the Newton 
board of health. It prays that sumo 
action be taken that will lead the mill 
company at Waltham owniug the dam to 
refrain from drawing off the water in 
the river below a certain point, thus 
keeping tho flowed marshes under water 
at all times. 

The corporation asked to do this is 
largely responsible for the state of affairs 
complained of, for tho offending marshos 
were made such by tho company’s dam, 
which flowed the low lands, meadow 
and woodland for miles nbovo the mills. 
The river is conspicuous for its broad, 
shallow bays and coves, which reach 
out in all directions from the channel. 
Many of them are filled wiili stump* of 
trees and otters with vegetables grwwth 
of a smaller kind. When the water be- 
gins to fail the mill corporation draws 
upon tho accumulated supply gathered 
by tho dam. The land flowed by means 
of tho dam are once more exposed, and a 
terrible stench arises from the black, 
rotting mud and slime. 

There may or may not bo a direct con- 
nection between tho unusually foul con- 
dition of the liver this past summer and 
tho marked increase of malaria in 
Auburndale this fall. That this malady 
has been unprecedentedly prevalent too 
many unfortunates can testify. It is 
true that it has also affected regions 
where there is no river to create a 
nuisance, but this does not prove that 
tho riparian marshes aro not a potent 
factor in the trouble in this part of Now- 
ton. Tho digging up of the streets for 
the new’ sewers, to which so much has 
been charged, cannot bo hold account- 
able in this case, for the work has not 
begun in this ward. But whatever may 
be said in connection with this specific 
disease, it will hardly bo claimed that 
acre* of mud covered with rank vegeta- 
tion can be anything but prejudicial to 
tho health of the thickly settled com- 
munity on their borders. 

Boaide this effect on the town as a 
whole, there is that upou the residents 
near the banks. To them the stench is 
extremely disagreeable. A minor con- 
siderati >n is the interference with the 
use of the stream as a pleasure resort, 
which it is for thousands during the 
warm weather. 

The remedy proposed by the petition- 
ers is a simple one, aud the only question 
about its adoption is ono of dollars and 
cents. It is that the water should never 
be used by tho mills below six inches 
from the top of the dashboards. This, 
it is believed, would keep tho water at a 
height sufficient to cover the flats aud 
prevent their exposure, with the conse- 
nuisance. The mills would lose the use 
of the foot aud a half of water lying be- 
tween the six-inch limit aud the two-foot 
mark, to which it is customary to draw 
it now’. This loss would occur ouce, aud 
possibly twice, a season, for the mill is 
no better off when once it has used tbo 
water to the lower limit than it is when 
it has reached the higher mark, unless 
the river rises and (ills in the iuteveniug 
space, which it is not likely to do more 
than once during tho summer. There- 
fore the corporation’s loss may bo 
mrasured by the cost of producing by 
steam the power to bo obtained from 
that foot and a half of water. 

It being, therefore, an issuo between a 
money value and tho public health and 
comfort, it is held by Auburndale people 
that tho latter is paramount, nnd that 
the nuisance should lie abated, lu brief, 
tlioy say: "The mill corporation created 
the nuisance; it should remove it.”

Tiie men have been earning they say 
from $12 to $18 per week,* und they cluim 
that the reduction will decrease their earn- 
ings Iro n $2. 0 to $3 per week. Mr. Phipps 
said to a GiUPiuc reporter that there is 
no just cause for a strike. The men, lie 
says, have been kept at work recently on 
storehouse stock during a dull spell, in or- 
der to insure them steady employment. 
Lust week they were put on a class of work 
upon which they had not been employed 
for several mouths, ami were paid at tiie 
rate of 20 cents per bound, the same price 
that littd been paid formerly for tiiut class 
of work. The dressers got the idea that 2t) 
cell’s was the m ice paid before and charged 
tiie new superintendent witli reducing their 
wages, instead of waiting to confer with 
other members of tiie firm they went out 011 
a strike. Mr. Phipps explained the mutter 
to tiie men later at their request and told 
them they would not receive their money 
until tiie work they left was finished. When 
that is done, said Mr Phipps, we shall 
liuve no work for the dresser* until we get 
ready on our regular work again. The 
men liuve an idea tliev can strike and be 
taken right back, hut now they cun remain 
idle until we want them again.

The pusseuger train passed 
tiie detached freight curs nt Upper Fulls 
all rigid us they were sidctruckcd by hand 
before Its arrival, ami they left the station 
with 110 knowledge of the accident to the 
freight.

Tho RuffraKOH of the citizons of Ward 
Throo nro solicited by four gentlemen 
for the common council of tho city. As 
usual, tho ward is fortunato in tho char- 
acter of Its candidates; each 1ms hosts of 
friends and no enemies.

A. railroad, is its 
representative and agent in West New- 
ton. 

Tho year 1802 is doubtless to see the 
inauguration of a vast railroad project, 
no less than tho abolition of all tho grade 
crossings in tho city. Two powerful 
corporations confront eacli other and 
contend for the equitable apportionment 
of tho millions to be expended in this 
mammoth undertaking. On the one side 
is the R. &. A. railroad, gorged with

Mr. Rennett, in the Council, fair aud 
honorable as he is, would And himself in 
au unenviable position, compelled lo serve 
two masters, which we have ancieut and 
modern authority for saying can’t be 
done. These considerations led gentle- 
men to feel that justice to Mr. Rennett and 
to tho city would not permit them to 
place him in nomination for the year 
1892* 

Such, too, is their respect for Mr. Ren- 
uett that they feel sure he would not 
willingly have accepted a nomination 
from cither caucus, had he reflected but 
a moment upon the delicate and unfortu- 
nate position iu which he would be 
placed if elected; and they feel equally 
sure that his many friends will see tho 
matter iu the same light and spare him 
that experience. 

The nominees of the Republican cau- 
cus are CharleB E. Hatfield, Esq., aud 
Mr. George P. Staples. 

Mr. Hatfield, as a boy in 1800-71, passed 
three years of his life in the Allen Fam- 
ily school. Fifteen years after this, in 
1880. he gravitated to the scenes of his 
childhood purchasing his placo on 
Cherry Btreet and becoming a citizen of 
Newton. Ho is tho junior member of 
the legal firm of Sohier & Welch, 9 Tre- 
mont street, Boston, a firm chiefly cm- 
ploved in tho care of large Trust fuuds 
and Probate matters. The high charac- 
ter of this firm is aud lias been well 
known iu this vicinity for 40 yeais. Mr. 
Welch, since the death of Sidney Bartlett 
Esq., is the Nestor of the Boston liar. To 
bo the second and only other member of 
this distinguished firm is a sufficient 
guarantee of Mr. Hatfield’s character 
and ability. His active, earnest and effi- 
cient labors iu opposition to the location 
of tho poor-farm on Cherry street will bo 
remembered, as we believe they will be 
siguillcautiy nud emphatically endorsed 
by his fellow citizens in this election. 

Mr. George P.J Staples, tho second 
nominee of the caucus, lias been a sum- 
mer resident of West Newton for several 
years, and a prominent resident the past 
two years, having purchased tho histori- 
cal Eldridge estate ou (His street. 

Mr. Staples is a uative of Maine, but 
for tho past 28 years, ho has beou an ae- 
tivo business man in Boston, lie has 
boon connected with tho house of John 
ir Pray & Sons, retiring from the latter 
firm iu 1890, after a partnership of 15 
years. 

At present Mr. Staples is a man of 
leisure— a fortunato circumstance for 
Ward Three— as it is thereby onablod to 
present the namo of oue of the most suc- 
cessful business men of our times, for 
tho Common Council, a man who can, 
without detriment to his other interests, 
give ail the time necessary for the per- 
formance of the duties devolving upon 
him in this exceptionally important year.

At the Republican caucus in 
Ward 4 last year, the name of Fred- 
eric M. Crehore was brought for- 
ward as a candidate for the Board 
of Aldermen.

This was turned over 
to one of Mr. Creliore’s supporters, 
so that at the convention there were 
two votes from Ward 4 in favor of 
Mr. Crehore, and three in favor of 
Mr. Sprague, when in reality the 
caucus intended to and supposed 
they had sent a delegation unani- 
mous in Mr. Sprague’s favor. A 
vote was taken at the caucus as to 
whether or not it was tho sense of 
the caucus that Mr. Crehore should 
be returned to the Board of Alder- 
dermen, and it was voted that it 
was not. At the Republican con- 
vention the vote stood twenty for 
Mr. Sprague and sixteen for Mr. 
Crehore. It has been rumored that 
several gentlemen who took part in 
the Republican caucus, and who 
ought therefore to support the action 
of the caucus and the convention 
in nominating Mr. Sprague, arc 
now taking active measures in sup- 
port of Mr. Crehore, and in oppo- 
sition to tho Republican candidate, 
Mr. Sprague.

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CITY COVER S ME JIT. 

TJIR COMMON COUNCIL HAS A BRIEF 
8KS9ION. 

The common coanoil met in City Hall, 
Monday evening with President Mead in 
the chair, nil the members being present 
but Councilman Collins. 

Tapers from the board of aldermen 
were passed in concurrence, including 
the appropriation budget, the cutting 
down of the highway department appro- 
priation from $75,000 to $05,000 by the 
aldermen being accepted by the lower 
branch, and the total appropriation for 
1802 is $600,810. 

Petitions were received from E. P. 
Tuttle and others for The acceptance of 
Maple avenue as a highway, and from 
Henry M. Hates for a sidewalk with 
edgestones near Maple street. 

A petition was lcceived signed by C. O. 
Davis and 25 patrolmen, asking for an 
increase of pay to $3 per day, because of 
the high prices of provisions and fcrocer- 
iosaudtlie increase in rent iu Xowtou 
over other places. 

A petition was roccived from Thomas 
Nickerson and nearly 100 prominent gen- 
tlemen of Newton Centre for tlic widen- 
ing of Beacon street. The petitioners 
request that Beacon streot be widened 
300 feet from the Boston line to Centre 
street, Newton Centre, and that a public 
hearing bo appointed at an early day. 
They state that if the widening is done 
now there will be but little damage to 
abutters, and also that an extension of 
the West End tracks to Newton Centre 
only awaits the completion of tho widen- 
ing called for. 

A communication from John Sturgis 
Putter was received, stating that lie in- 
tended to proceed against the city aud 
»lefeud certain rights on account of a 
drain running through his estate on 
Church street, Newton. lie states that 
on and after I)cc. 10 be intends to fill in 
aoid otht rwisc obstruct the drain. 

THE ALDERMEN. 

The board of aldermen met Tuesday 
eveuiug. Mayor Hibbard presided, aud 
Aldermen Ilarbach, Fenno, Collin, Hyde 
and Luke were present. 

Several papers wore received from the 
common council and acted on in concur- 
rence. 

The resignation of Lewis E. G. Green 
as clerk of Preciut One, Ward Two, was 
received. 

A licence was gftiuted Cbas. W. Foote 
of Newton Centre to drive an express 
wagon. 

A license for pool tabl e and shooting 
gallery in White’s Block, Ward Six, was 
referred. 

A petition from P. F. Nolan of Water- 
town street, to drive a liackuey c image, 
with stand on Margin street, was referr- 
ed. 

Bartley Cullen gave notice of intention 
to erect a wooden building on Lexington 
street, Ward Four, size 10 x 20 feet. 

The following named gentlemen were 
drawn as graud jurors to the United 
States district court, Boston, to serve 
from Jan. 1, 1802: — 

Joseph W. Stone, West Newton; Louis 
K. G. Green, Newtonville. Petit jurors, 
Alonso P. Curtis, Newtonville; Martin 
Hartman, Auburndale; Edwiu O. Childs, 
Newton. 

An order was presented requesting the 
•water board to have the water pipe on 
Boylston street lowered. Alderman Ilar- 
Ibacli said the pipe had been laid very 
near the top of the ground aud should be 
lowered. 

City Engineer N yes stated that the 
pipe was laid under the direction of the 
water superintendent, aud so near the 
surface of the ground, as told him by the 
superintendent of s'reets, that a high- 
way workman struck it with his pick. 
The pine was about one and a half feet 
ihigher than it should be. 

Alderman Fuinu said he understood 
the estimate of cost to remedy the evil 
would be about $20) rud on bis motion 
the order was adopted.

Denlli of Augustus Page. 

Mr. Augustus Page died very suddenly 
at bis home *in Newton at an early boni- 
last Saturday morning. A year ago the 
deceased ruptured a blood vessel in bis 
bead, and was ill several months. Re- 
cently he appeared to be in good health. 
He went to Boston Friday, and attended 
to his customary business duties, return- 
ing to bis home in the afternoon. He ro- 
tired about P o’clock, and at midnight 
his wife was awakened by bis labored 
breathing. He oxpiicd shoitly after 12 
o’clock, and the cause of death is nttrib- 
uited to apoplexy. 

Mr. Page was bora in Hallo well. Me., 
and was 50 years of ago. He was the 
senior member of the Boston house of 
Page A* Coffin, siddlery hardware deal- 
ers, with which firm he became connect- 
ed five years ago. Ho was for many 
vears a partner in the Boston firm of 
Sabin A Page, in tho same line of busi- 
ness, bis connection with that house 
covering a period of about 25 vears. 

The deceased rcsidod in Newton 25 
years, and was a respected citizen of this 
city, lie was a member of tho Eliot 
Congregational church. Personally he 
was a man of genial manners and getior- 
ous disposition. Ilo was a good citizen, 
a kind father and a loving husband, and 
Ins chief interest and affection was con- 
centrated in bis family. A widow and 
seven children survive him. 

The funeral took placo from bis late 
residence, Arlington streot, Monday 
afternoon. There was a large attendance 
at the services, including a delegation 
of the Boston business associates of the 
deceased connected with saddlery hard- 
ware firms of Coffin A Page and Sabin A* 
Page. The services were simple in 
character, consisting of prayer, scripture 
selections and brief remarks by Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins, D. 1)., pastor of tho 
Eliot church, of which deceased had 
been an active member for many years. 

The remains were iuterred iu the New- 
ton cemetery. Tho pallbearers were S. 
K. Bemis, J. A Gilman, Hon. W. P. Elli- 
son, F. W. Gaffield of Newton, Mr. Hazle- 
wood and Mr. Coffin of Boston. 

Tho Hunnewell Hill Doom. 

The boom on Hunnowell Hill is one of 
the features of Newton, more new 
bouses having been put up there the last 
year than in any other section of tbo 
city, and with the now streets that are 
being put iu, some fifty more building 
lots will be thrown open, and will un- 
doubtedly be built upon in tho next year 
or two. The land lay idle tor many years, 
mainly because the Silsby estate prevent- 
ed any outlet to Hunnewell avenue. But 
now the avenue has beou extended to 
Washington street, and Hunnewell Ter- 
race has been mapped out to run from 
St. James street to the Boston line. The 
lots are of moderate size aud range in 
price from 17 cents on the Terrace to 25 
cents on the avonuo, and it is certain that 
laud in that section will never be less. 
The houses that have beeu put up be- 
yond the Silsby land are of moderate 
cost, from $4,000 to $0,000, outside of the 
land, and have been built by those who 
intend to occupy them. The Stevenson 
land shows what is being done: a new 
street was laid out, opening up eleven 
building lots on high land and most of 
them having a wide view over the river ; 
five of the lots are already takeu, two 
have bouses upon them, and no doubt 
the others will be taken before many 
months. Mr. Stephen Moore is now open- 
ing up his estate iu the same manner, 
which will give perhaps a dozen more 
building lots. Iu a short time this sec- 
tion will be all built up, and then buyers 
will have to go beyond Copley streot. 

, The President of the Boston & Albany is 
reported to have said that the road would 
place a station near the foot of Copley 
i street extension, any time it would ac- 
commodate one hundred buyers of huu- 
i died ride tickets, and the extension of 
the West End road through the section 
lias long been talken of. 


Dr. Shinn at the Church < oiigress.

w 11 to consider how their methods of 
{reaching men may best be improved. 
The speaker s. id he would not consider 
heoiigin and developenient of the par- 
ish 1.01 whether ti e parochial system is 
She best possible I r the church in this 
country. A parish is an association of 
mien bonded together for the building up 
of Chiisi’s kingdom on earth, and its aim 
tuiust be tin* spiritual welfare of all 
v*h in i* can inti .- nee. 'lbeie is a con- 
* s t a i t danger <d a p.uisli setting up infer- 
ior aim* and btii g satisfied with iufeiior 

Tiiere is one tiling in the consideration 
iji this subject th .t must be recognized, > 
and that is the value of the assistance of 
laymen iu parochial work. Time was 
when all that was expected of the lay- 
man to lihti n >o sermons and t* take 
Inis share in the mbsci iptions. There is 
islill a remnant < t suspicion entertained 
against the laity, at every consecrated 
Vlnidiau should i»e icgaided as a priest 
tu the work -»f ( In 'it’s kingdom. There 
would be moie lay assistance if the j 
‘ lergy woul I a-k lor more, but even then j 
c.iiere is so inudi supervision and re- 
straint that the work is halt hearted and 
not as enthusiastic as it should be. The 
• dd-time pai isli rector in the day of small 
things leeeivcd but little practical assist- 
ance from the laity in his work. The 
:greut city paiishes, with their parochial 
societies aud houses, shows how much 
kiiay be accomplished by better parochial 
orgtni/.atioii. Thu work that is done iu 
ithis way w is never dreamed of forty 
> eais ago. 

Y**t much moie might be done iu this 
work, for it is the standing reproach of 
the church, that p< rsonal interest iu per- 
sonal work is not all it should be. A 
great deal might be learned from other 
denominations in this line. Thu church | 
lias relied to long ou its claims to being 
a pure bianch of the apostolic church, 1 
aud should uiak • good its claims by ac- 
w-oiiiplisbiug more apostolic work.

An interesting match in the Massachu- 
setts Amateur Bowling League series 
was played at Nowtonvillo Monday even- 
ing betweeu tho Chtdsea Review aud 
Newton club teams.

NEXT TUESDAY’S ELECTION. 


It is the quietest City Election we have 
had since Mayor Kimball was up for 
a second term, and is in strong contrast 
to the elections of recent years, when 
the whole city has boon stirred up over 
the contest between rival candidates for 
Mayor and for other offices. 

This year all parties have chosen the 
same candidate for Mayor, and the con- 
test on the general ticket comes between 
candidates for Aldermon in Wards 
Three, Four and Fiye, and for members 
of the Common Council in Wards Three, 
Four and Six. Outside of the wards 
where thero are contests there will prob- 
ably be a light vote, and for this reason 
every citizen should feel it his duty to 
make a special effort to vote, as the 
aldermanic contests are of considerable 
importance, and the vote for some of the 
candidates may be a close one, 

Mayor Ilibbard is of course certain of 
a re-election, and his faithful service to 
the city deserves a rousing vote. If lie 
can give a large portion of his time every 
week to the city, the citizens can surely 
afford to give, half an hour or less to the 
duty of voting, one day in the year. The 
unanimous re-uomination that has been 
given him is a great compliment, but it 
would be made doubly effective by a 
heavy vote. 

In the Aldermanic contests in the three 
wards above mentioned a good deal of 
interest has been aroused. In Ward 
Three Mr. E. B. Wilson is the Repub- 
lican candidate, but he is not endorsed 
by the Citizens, who made no nomina- 
tion. Councilman Dutch was pressed 
by his friends and by the opponents of 
Mr. Wilson to get out a nomination 
paper, and he wiil ,probably receive a 
good vote, but the chances aro rather in 
favor of Mr. Wilson. 

In Ward Four Alderman Crehore has 
been re nominated by the Citizens, and 
is also supported by a largo number of 
Republicans. It is rumored that the 
Ward Four Republican Ward and City 
Committee resigned in a body, on ac- 
count of tho rule adopted tbis year that 
all attending Republican Caucuses and 
Conventions thereby pledge themselves 
to support all the party nominees, and 
they could only be induced to come back 
by the rest of the committee agreeing 
that this rule should bo suspended for 
this year. It was certainly a foolish rule 
for a city election, and it would be much 
better to depend on.tbe strength of the 
cause and tho candidates than on any 
cast iron rules. Mr. Crehore has done 
excellent service in the board of aider- 
man and he should bo rc-elected. He 
has a direct personal interest in tbe wel- 
fare of the city and represents a class of 
citizens whom it is of great importance 
to interest in city affairs. The fact that 
ho is endorsed by suen men as ex-Alder- 


rocu Johnson and Mr. K. L. Pickaid will 
briug him a great many votes, from 
those who do not kuow the merits of the 
two caudidutes, but who do know 
Messrs. Johnson and Pickard, and would 
accept their judgment on any question. 

In Ward Five the light of last year is 
renewed, as both candid ties are the 
same as last year. Alderman Hyde has 
the advantage, however, of having served 
one term on the hoard, of which he has 
been one of the leading members, and 
bis energy and push have had a marked 
effect on city affairs He was fully as 
deserving of a unanimous rc-u animation 
as any of the members who received 
such an honor, and the voters will see to 
it that his election is m nle certain. The 
city caunot afford to dispense with his 
services, as his defeat would be a dis- 
tinct loss to next year's City Council. 
There will be enough new men elected 
without putting an inexperienced mem- 
ber iu place of one so thoroughly posted 
on all city affairs as Alderman Hyde. 


The annual report of the Newton 
Street Railway Company covering the 
iiscal year ending September <10, and just 
filed with the railroad commissioners, 
makes a surpi ibiugly good showing. The 
management of the road by extending 
tbe liuu from West Newton to Newton, 
equipping it with electricity and giviug 
its patrons a 15 minute service, has built . 
up a business tar beyond tbe most sau- 1 
guiuc expectations of its officials and ; 
what is more, the business seems to be ; 
steadily increasing. The road canied 
over a million passeugeis last year and 
earned neaily $50,000 gross. The com- 
pany now lias as fine an equipment as any 
line iu Mas.-acliusetts and is steadily 
audiug thereto, as the growth of its busi- 
ness demands. During the past year, 
it has added four new open cars and oue 
closed car, the latter beiug leceived dur- 


ing the proncnt month. Certain exten- 
sions are under consideration and will 
doubtless bo curried through during the 
coming year. The road is considered 
ono of the best street railway properties 
in the state, running as it does through 
a beautiful section of country and 
the fact that everything in connection 
with the eqhipment is kept up to tho 
highest state of excellence, is the host 
evidence of tho prosperity which this 
road has nehieved during its first year of 

operation. 

The resignation of Superintendant 
Jones is much to lie regretted as he has 
given the impression ot being a straight- 
forward, progressive educator, and one 
whose influence could not fail to be felt 
upon the schools. As tho matter is 
thought over more carefully, it docs 
soetn that Mr. Jonos is not so far wrong 
in the position he takes. A superintend- 
ent ought to have the power, as he has 
the respousiblity, and from all acoounts 
there has been a good deal of rather 
petty interference from some members of 
the district committees. A superintend- 
ent ought to superintend, and if he is 
not competent, then get one who is. 
Old fashioned notions are not necessarily 
the best, and our schools have certainly 
need enough of the best and most pro- 
gressive methods, if they are to be kept 
up to tho standard. When orders are 
given by half a dozen different people, 
most of them conflicting, the schools and 
teachers are apt to become demoralized. 


It is rather amusing to find that some 
of the opposition to Alderman Crehore is 
due to the old fight over the chief of the 
fire department, and it is reported that 
Alderman Crehore is suspected of having 
been friendly to Chief Bixby. The ori- 
gin of this trouble is to most people lost 
in hoary antiquity, and it reminds one 
of the hereditary vendettas iu parts of 
tbe South, which never die out as long 
as one of the descendants of the original 
fracas is able to hold a gun. Alderman 
Crehore as chairman of tho fire depart- 
ment committee has of course had fre- 
quently to ask the advice of tho chief on 
fire-department matters, and he would 
not be a good alderman if ho had not 
gone to head quarters for iuformatiou. 
It is rather silly to bring up auy such 
arguments as this against him. 


The Newton Street Railway carried 
over a million pas*sengers during the year 
ending Oct. 1, 1801, which exceeded tho 
most sanguine expectations. One of 
the directors who predicted that the road 
would carry at least 7C0,C00 passengers 
the first year was laughed at as too 
visiouary for Newton, but he uow pre- 
dicts that for the year ending Oct. 1, 
1S02, at least 1,.°>00,000 people will e 
carried. The prediction does not seem to 
be far out of tho way, as the patronage 
will increase every year. 


It is Dr. Thompson vs Mr. Hyde in 
this election, or Newton Upper Falls 
against Newton Highlands. Alderman 
Hyde has given such excellent satisfac- 
tion this year, and has helped to bring 
about so many reforms in city matters, 
that his election ought to be a matter of 
course. Ward Five should save Dr. 
Thompson for another year and let New- 
ton Highlands have the alderman just 
for a change. 


Gen. Clarkson is an improvement on 
Quay, but his elevation to the head of 
the Republican National Convention 
does not augur well for purer politics; 
but rather shows the groat unpopularity 
of civil service reform among the politi- 
cal managers. We can be thankful, how- 
ever, for the departure of Quay and 
Dudley from the national committee. 


The report in answer to tho special 
commission appointed by the supreme 
court to apportion the cost of mainten- 
ance and construction of the sewer sys- 
tem was presented to the Common Coun- 
cil, Monday night. Newton pays on tbe 
construction , 20.82 of 15 per cent of the 
total cost of the Charles River and Mys- 
tic systems. On maintenance, Newton is 
to piy 20.05 per cent of the total cost. 

Tin: thanks of tho voters ought to be 
tendered to Ward Four, which is giving 
some spirit and life to the election. The 
contest between the friends of Mr. Cre- 
lioro and Mr. Sprague is a very lively 
one, ns our first page gives evideuce. 
Such a contest, ought to bring out the 
voters, ami it saves the election from be- 
ing a too unanimous afTair. 


Only one nomination paper lias been 
gotten out this year, and this bears 
Councilman Dutch’s name as candidate 
for alderman from Ward Three. The 
signers are some of the most solid meu 
in the ward, who have followed Mr. 
Dutch’s name with approval iu the lower 
branch of the city council. 


On the third page will be fouud tho 
ticket to be voted next Tuesday, adver- 
tised iu accordance with the law, and 
voters can study it at their leisure, and 
make up their minds how they are going 
to niaik it up when they get into their 
little wooden stall iu the ward room. 


The Commissioners of the World’s 
Columbian Fair haye just awarded con- 
tracts to The Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele 
graph Company, for the protection of 
the Exposition buildings, with their sys- 
tems of fire alarm and police telegraphs. 

As near us can be leurued at present, 
the Charles River Suwerugu system will 
be ready foi use between Jam 1, and 
Feb. 1, of next year. The Commission- 
ers can not give any more definite an- 
nouncement.

1 HE SEWERAGE MUDDLE. 


CON Tit ACTOR K I I.I.I AN’h CREDITORS RRING 
SUITS AGAINST THE CUT. 


Some 203 of Contractor Killian’s employes linvo 
brought suit against him ami summoned tho oily 
as trustee. Homo of Iho suits wore brought in tho 
Newton court, and tho rest In tho Superior court 
at East Cambridge. Tho City Solicitor, Mr. Slo- 
cum, is having a hard time of It this year, and 
theso suits have taken up most of Ids time for tho 
past month. Tho condltionof affairs between Kil- 
lian and tho etty Is such that an ordinary answer 
cannot l*o filed ,so Mr. Slocum has an clabornto and 
Ingenious answer printed and tiled In the Newton 
Polio® Court . Tho answer sets out tho city’s side 
of the controversy, and Is In substance ns follows: 

The city says that at tho time of the service of 
the writs upon it, It had not tn its hands or pos- 
session any goods or etfects or credits of the said 
defendants, unlcs* it shall bo adjudged upon tho 
following facts that it lind-James Killian on or 
about May 9, 1*91 entered into three contracts 
with the city for building three sections of the 
sewerage system. Once a month at about tho end 
of the month, the city engineer was to make an 
estimate of tho work done, and the city was to 
pay eighty per cent, of such estimated vs hie, tho 
balance to be paid win n tho work was completed 
amt a committee of tho City Council should linvo 
submitted to it a certificate from the city engineer 
that tho work is completed according to tho con- 
tract. 

The answer then says:-At tho time of the ser- 
vice of tho ptaintitrs writ upon it said defendant 
had been pnid all sums due to him under said pro- 
visions of said contract excepting $600 previously 
attached by trustee. At the tlmo of tho service 
of tho writs, according to the estimate of tho en- 
gineer in accordance with said provisions of said 
contract, tho estimated value or work done up to 
the first day of November, 1891, and not previous- 
ly accounted for and 6ettlcd,and deducting count- 
er charges under said contract was, under con- 
tract for section 1, $3913; section 2, $1971; section 
8, $4289; total, $10,174. On or about Oct. 3t, 1891, 
the contractor abandoned his work under all of 
said contracts, and has broken tho conditions of 
said contracts, and refuses and neglects to comply 
witli tho same to tho great loss, damage and ex- 
pense of the city, which cannot bo ascertained 
until the city shall have completed the work re- 
quired to be clone by the said Killian under tho 
provisions of tiis contracts.” 

The answer then says that prior to tho servlco 
of the olalutifT’s writ, it had been summoned in 
otljer actions against Killian, and appends a list 
of the same, which includes the names of 205 
plaintiffs, ami the amounts which each claims of 
the 'defendant, ranging from $2000 down to a few 
dollars. Tho cose will probably bo tried in a few 
weeks. 


The Ward Three Aldermen, 

To tho Editor of tho Graphic: 

Tbe approaching muuicipal election 
will not bo altogether a tame afTair, as 
there is to be a contest for aldermanic 
honors in Wards Three, Four and Five, 
In Ward Three, the candidates aro Mr. E. 
B. Wilson and Coramoucouncilman F. M. 
Dutch. The latter has served faithfully 
in the lower branch of the city govern- 
ment for two years. Ho has attended 
uearly every meeting of the common 
council, and has never been absent at a 
committee meeting. His best endeavors 
have been given to tho duties of his po- 
sition, and he lias made a record in 
which his many friends take a just pride. 
They believe that he has earned and is 
entitled to promotion to the upper 
branch, and their reasoning is based 
upon those civil service principles which 
caunot fail to receive the support and an- 
courageraent of all thoughtful citizens. 
Mr. Wilson lias never had auy experience 
in city affairs. Commoncouncilmau 
Dutch is well equipped for intelligent 
service in tho upper branch, and it has 
been the custom to select the aldermanic 
candidates from those men who have 
gained a necessary insight into tho de- 
tails of city business, through their ser- 
vice in tho common council. 

It is not alone sufficient to say that be- 
cause a man has been successful in busi- 
ness that he possesses all the qualifica- 
tions for a wise management of the city’s 
business. Councilman Dutch is a self- 
made man, and a successful business 
man. Great success may mean much or 
little. The man who achieves a fair 
measure of success with limited oppor- 
tunities is, after all, the tnan who most 
deserves praise. 

It cannot be claimed that Councilman 
Dutch lacks those business qualifications 
which are, of coutsc, essential in the 
consideration of a choice of the people’s 
representative iu the cuy government. 
Why not, thou, elect as alderman from 
Wafd Three tho man who has proved 
himself capable in service already given 
to the city? Mr, Wilson’s friends cannot 
offer arguments in opposition to the elec- 
tion of Mr. Dutch on any reasonable

and from this increase in value the city as 
well as the residents will be benefited very 
materially.
